“at owner’s risk of destruction by fire or 
other disaster beyond the control of the 
elevator man.

JOYFUL. NEWS: Some western: rail- 
roads altho using nothing but the uniform 
B/L have not sufficient nerve to require 
shippers to sign it or be charged an addi- 
tional 10% on their shipments. 


OVERHEATED office stoves are be-

can afford to take chances. Protection 
against this hazard is easily obtained 
without much expense. 


ANTI-BUCKEF SHOP bills are 
promised without number during the 
present session of Congress. So many 


state legislatures have already outlawed 
these iniquitous institutions, Congress 
must soon do something or there will be 
no bucket shops to legislate against. 


THE GREED of the telegraph compa- 
nies is driving the members of the or- 
ganized grain exchanges to the establish- 
ing of direct lines between the different 
markets. If the telegraph companies 
were required to give good service for a 
reasonable charge, such a move wud not 
be necessary. 


PELLAGRA, a very peculiar disease, 
which for many years, has been an en- 
demic in northern Italy, has recently 
made its appearance in Atlanta, Ga., 
where four, out of the six cases discov- 
ered, have proved fatal. It is supposed to 
result from eating corn which was not 
properly ripened. 


KANSAS DEALERS, at a meeting in 
Atchison last Friday, decided to take 
prompt steps to prevent the use of new 
uniform B/L in Western classification 
territory. Shippers west of Missouri are 
more thoroly aroused against this impo- 
sition than .even the greatest sufferers— 
those in the Central Freight Ass’n terri- 
tory. 


IF FARMERS are so very prosperous, 
as all reports and indications seem to 
prove, then why shud the poor grain 
dealers find it necessary to advance money 
on grain not yet brot to market? The 
practice is one which leads to disputes, 
misunderstandings, and irritating differ- 
ences. Farmers. who desire to borrow 
money shud be sent to the banker, who is 
engaged in the money-lending business. 


FOUR SERIOUS accidents which have 
occurred recently in grain elevators are 
recorded in this number. So far but one 
death has resulted, but the maimed and 
injured operators cannot be compensated 
for their loss. As the grain elevator be- 
comes cluttered with more and more ma- 
chinery, greater precautions and more 
safeguards are needed, in order to pre- 
vent the many accidents now occurring. 
The operators, as well as the owners, of 
the grain elevators, are duty-bound to ex- 
ert themselves in reducing the hazardous 
death traps around their plants. Get 
busy, before it is too late. 
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THE EASTERN TRUNK Lines have: 
not yet decided how much they must ad- 
vance their rates in order to pay good! 
dividends on all the watered stock and. 
interest on obligations issued, but they’re- 
figuring vigorously and hope to arrive at 
some conclusion within the next two. 
months. In the meantime, the shippers. 
are becoming more and more sarcastic 
and the promised advance serves only to. 
embitter patrons. 


THE PROTEST -of- the 
Chamber of Commerce against the 
“scaleage deductions” practiced by the 
railroad terminal elevators of that city,. 
was filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Noy. 28, and, no doubt, a 
decision against such abstraction of ship- 
pers’ grain will soon be issued by the 
Commission. Terminal elevators have 
just as much right to take the entire con- 
tents of the car as to take any portion 
of it. 


COMPENSATION for grain doors: 
furnished to cars offered for shipment of 
grain, is not easily obtained. from some 
Western roads because they have not 
filed a tariff expressing their willingness. 
to do so. None of the roads compensate 
shippers for full amount of their ex- 
penditures and none will do so until the 
shippers get together and protest vigor- 
ously enough to be heard, which they wilk 
do as soon as their expense for repairing: 
and equipping cars, becomes a little bit 
more burdensome. 


Baltimore: 


FLOUR bleached with nitrogen perox- 
ide was yesterday declared, by the Sec’y. 
of Agriculture, to be an adulterated 
product, under the law, and that it can- 
not be sold legally in the District of Co- 
lumbia, the territories, or for interstate 
commerce. However, the millers can get 
around this proscription by branding 
their bleached flour as such. Chemists. 
have declared that it is not injurious. If 
the Dept. of Agriculture continues on its 
career of technical discrimination betweem 
tweedledum and tweedledee, it will soon 
become necessary for grain dealers who 
clean or purify grain, to sell it as such, 
and they cud do so without affecting the 
price one iota. 


THE GOVERNMENT?’S restrictions 
and embargo against the shipment of hay 
or straw in states where animals are af- 
flicted with foot. and mouth disease is 
very likely to cause losses to shippers of 
the affected districts, while shippers in 
other districts will be able to sell their 
hay and straw at a premium. Placing an 
embargo against an entire state, because 
the animals of a county in One corner of 
it are afflicted, seems very unreasonable 
and decidedly unjust, as shippers in some 
part of the state are several hundred 
miles away, while just across the line, or 
it may be just across the road, in other 
states, shippers can forward their hay 
without interference. 
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“NATURAL SHRINKAGE” as an ex- 
cuse for docking a shortage claim will 
soon be discarded if shippers will keep up 
their fight against it. Another road as is 
reported elsewhere has filed a: tariff with 
the I.. C. Commission, declaring that 
henceforth each claim will be settled on 
its merits. The arbitrary discount for 
the so-caled “natural shrinkage” cud not 
be justified, hence the shippers who pro- 
tested are now escaping this unjust exac- 
tion. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT of the 
Pennsylvania R. R., who was credited 
with favoring a return to the old days of 
rebates and favoritism, now denies that 
he took any such stand. Evidently some 
railroad men are working so close to 
their jobs as to be frightfully biased on 
every subject relating to transportation. 
They are so accustomed to being consult- 
ed by shippers that they naturally come to 
look upon themselves as persons who are 
unable to err. 


FEDERAL INSPECTION of grain is 
again to be pressed upon Congress for 
attention—first by the senators of North 
Dakota, who have a special spite against 
the state of Minnesota, in whose markets 
their grain is sold, and again by the fed- 
eral politicians, whose insatiated appe- 
tites for more offices prompt them to 
seek to burden the grain, or any other 
trade, with new gangs of salary grabbers. 
The fact that there is no good excuse to 
justify this action does not worry them 
in the least, as paid agents of the Gov- 
ernment can originate arguments or 
manufacture evidence to support their 
position. 


THE OPINION that the railroad com- 
panies shud be made liable for the rates 
quoted shippers by their station agents, is 
gaining support in many different quar: 
ters and even the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is disposed to insist that the 
rate quoted be inserted in the B/L and 
the shipment governed thereby. So long 
as the railroads continue to issue compli- 
cated, confusing, and contradictory tar- 
iffs, it will be impossible, not alone for 
shippers to determine the rate, but often 
impossible for rate experts in the employ 
of railroad companies, to determine posi- 
tively what was intended. The railroad 
companies are responsible for the burden- 
some conditions existing, by reason of 
these confusing tariffs; hence they are the 
ones who shud suffer, if any must suffer. 
Too many grain shippers have loaded out 
grain at one rate, only to have their profit 
on the shipment .wiped out by the assess- 
ment of a higher rate at destination. We 
wud especially like to hear from shippers 
who have suffered losses by reason of 
agent’s error in quoting rate, that other 
shippers may be informed of this danger, 
and that present apathy relating to this 
matter may be dissipated. 


HAVE ADOPTED UNIFORM 
SPECTION RULES. 

Since. the uniform. rules governing the 
grading of grain were drafted, and rec- 
ommended by the Grain Dealers National 
Ass’n at St. Louis in October the follow- 
ing grain inspection authorities have 
adopted them to become effective July 1, 
1909 :

MUST CHARGE FOR MINIMUM 
WEIGHT OF CARS ORDERED. 
Shippers in different sections of the 

country have been put to much trouble 
and expense by unreasonable, arbitrary 
rules of railroad companies, by which it 
is sought to collect from shipper for the 
full carrying capacity of cars used, re- 
gardless of the shipper’s needs, or the 
car ordered. 

Most of the Western roads have 
changed their practice in this matter and 
are now supplying cars of the capacity 
desired by the shipper, or else charging 
freight only on the minimum weight of 
car of the size ordered. 

Shippers have had this matter up with 
railroads at different times, and in every 
case have won. This week the Railroad 
Commission of Wisconsin heard protests 
against the C. & N. W. Ry., which has 
been charging freight on basis of mini- 
mum weight of cars furnished, regardless 
of the capacity of the car ordered, and 
the Commission (as would any other sen- 
sible body) sided with the shippers and 
has authorized the refund of excessive 
charges, where large cars were furnished 
when small ones were ordered. Hence- 
forth, freight charges will be assessed 
only on the actual weight of the grain in 
cars furnished. 

It shud not be necessary for shippers 
to waste their time, money, and energy, 
in securing the establishment and en- 
forcement of such an equitable rule, but 
all experiences with the selfish, bull-head- 
ed freight traffic managers prove that 
shippers can get fair treatment only by 
a vigilant fight for it. 

Shippers who are suffering from un- 
just regulations of this character, shud 
get together ang protest against the fur- 
ther enforcement of this unjust rule, as 
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well as insist upon the refund of excess 
charges paid by them. 

The Wabash R. R. is one of the of- 
fenders in this matter and only last week 
Edwin Beggs filed a complaint with the 
I. C. Commission, charging it with re- 
fusing to refund overcharges accruing 
on weight as assessed for cars of greater 
capacity than ordered.. It has refused to 
‘incorporate in its tariffs a rule providing 
for the application of a minimum weight 
of cars ordered by complaint for grain, 
when of less capacity than cars furnished 
by the Railroad. Mr. Beggs asked that 
The Wabash be ordered to refund the 
overcharges, as it shud do in every case 
of similar character. 


SHIPPERS - SIGNING UNIFORM 
B/L UNDER PROTEST. 


As is noted among our columns devot- 
ed to letters from dealers, at least one 
grain shipper is signing the new uniform 
B/L “under protest” only, and he’s enter- 
ing his protest on every Bill he signs. The 
very fact that the railroad companies re- 
quire shippers either to sign and agree to 
the onerous conditions of the new uni- 
form B/L, or pay a higher rate for the 
transportation of their freight, shud be 
sufficient evidence to show that they did 
sign the uniform B/L under duress. By 
inserting the words “under protest” above 
his signature, shipper gives additional evi- 
dence that the contract was not voluntary. 

The railroad attorneys know full well 
that an agreement which a shipper is 
forced to sign cannot be used as an ex- 
cuse for their company’s failing to per- 
form their full duty to the shipper. It 
wud be much better for all concerned if 
an equitable Bill could be drafted and, 
after a reasonable trial, be enacted into 
law by Congress. The multiplicity of state 
laws which are in conflict with one an- 
other would make it most difficult for a 
shipper to understand his rights every- 
where, and more difficult for him to se- 
cure his rights. 

The purpose of adopting a uniform B/L 
was to secure uniform customs and prac- 
tices, that shippers might better under- 
stand their rights everywhere. If Con- 
gress would enact a law governing Bs/L, 
so far as relates to Interstate Commerce, 
then, for the sake of uniformity and sim- 
plicity, the state legislatures would fol- 
low suit and adopt the same form, the 
same requirements. 

Some railroads in Central Freight 
Ass’n. teritory have put grain receivers to 
much trouble, and grain shippers to much 
expense, by their punctilious methods in 
handling shipments under the new Bs/L. 
It seems that some shippers as well as local 
station agents, have doubted that railroad 
companies intended to enforce the condi- 
tions of the new uniform B/L to the let- 


ter, but in this they have been disappoint- 


ed and carriers have refused to deliver 
shipments when Bs/L were not signed by 
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the shippers, unless a shipper had clearly 
made known his intention at the time of 
the shipment, as to whether or not he de- 
sired to make shipment under the condi- 
tions of the Bill, or to pay a 10% higher 
rate and get a clean receipt, subject only 
to the laws of the land.. It has cost some 
shippers considerable demurrage charges 
to learn this, and others have paid heavy 
demurrage charges, because they failed to 
endorse B/L properly. Under existing 
conditions, it wud seem advisable for 
every shipper to sign the new uniform 
B/L, when asked to do so, but to precede 
his signature with the words “SIGNED 
UNDER PROTEST.” 


PRIVATE AND LEASED ELEVATOR 
SILES: 

The advantages and disadvantages of 
building an elevator on railroad right of 
way is a subject which is pressing with 
ever-increased emphasis, upon elevator 
owners, for consideration. 

In nearly every number of this Journal 
is recorded the suing of some railroad 
by an elevator man whose property was 
destroyed by fire, caused by sparks emit- 
ted by passing locomotives. Occasionally, 
a fair amount of damages is collected, but 
the cost of collecting damages is so great 
that little is left for the plaintiff. Had 
the elevator been erected on _ private 
ground, the railroad company wud have 
settled promptly and for full value of the 
property. This penalty paid by the ele- 
vator men, for the privilege of building 
their houses on railroad right of way, is 
alone enough to prompt them to prefer 
to build on their own ground. 

The railroad companies are slowly, but 
surely advancing the annual rental fee for 
elevator sites, so that fewer grain dealers 
are seeking sites. Many elevator men, 
whose houses were located on railroad 
right of way have experienced much diff- 
culty in disposing of their property be- 
cause railroad company has occasionally 
refused to renew lease of site to the 
prospective buyer. The elevator man 
whose house is located on his own ground, 
can sell to whomsoever he chooses, with- 
out consulting the autocratic railroad offi- 
cials. No doubt, every elevator man who 
operates his own house, wud prefer to 
have it located on his own ground, but 
the converts to this view are of recent 
making. 

A CONFERENCE of representatives 
of Southwestern Grain Dealers Ass’ns., 
is being held in Oklahoma City today, 
for the purpose of devising some effective 
way of barring the enforced use of the 
uniform B/L in southwestern territory. 
Some of the Ass’n. workers are disposed 
to seek an injunction from the Federal 
Courts, prohibiting the railroads from 
enforcing the use of the uniform B/L, or 
from requiring shippers to sign same. 
Had the grain shippers in trunk line 
ass’ns. been as alert, they wud not have 
heen called upon to agree to the onerous 
conditions of the uniform B/L.

ANOTHER RAILROAD CLAIM DE- 
PARTMENT. 


Another Ass’n is to establish a claim 
department for weeding out the unreason- 
able claims and supporting the just ones 
made against railroad companies. The 
latest organization to engage in this ex- 
cellent work is the Illinois Ass'n. 

It has been pointed out, time and again, 
without number, that more claims are 
rejected or ignored because of improper 
presentation, or the omission of essential 
rapers, than for any other reason. Plain- 
tiffs know the facts and think that rail- 
road claim agents shud accept their un- 
supported statements, but this the claim 
agents dare not do. 

Reasonable claims, which can be sup- 
ported by written statements or vouchers, 
and presented by an organization of ship- 
pers, will generally be paid promptly. By 
presenting claims thru one department or 
buro of the Ass’n, members will quickly 
and surely discover the railroad compa- 
nies which are not disposed to give fair 
consideration to their claims; and,-when 
discovered, such offenders will promptly 
be called to time by the Organization. 

A well managed claim department 
should prove very efficient in relieving 
both the shipper and the carrier of much 
worry and considerable unnecessary work, 
as well as increase the quantity of justice. 


PLUGGED LOADS whenever and 
wherever found- are given the grade of 
the poorest grain found in car and the 
plugger is generally held responsible as 
he should be. If the inspectors and 
samplers were more vigilant no plugged 
loads would escape them and soon none 
would attempt to plug a shipment. No 
buyer should ever be expected or required 
to accept or pay for a plugged load of 
grain either in a wagon or a car.

ANOTHER WILD GUESS BY A 
TERMINAL INSPECTOR. 


Grain Dealers Journal: The experi- 
ence of your Illinois correspondent who 
had a car of soft Red wheat grade No, 2 
Spring in St. Louis is along the line of 
our experience recently with a car of 
white oats, No. 1668, which was shipped 
direct from Dexter, Mich., a small coun- 
try point, to a nearby public market. 

This car of country run oats inspected 
No. 2 whites clipped, testing 36 Ibs. on 
arrival. The car was shipped early this 
fall, never were clipped, not even having 
been run thru a cleaner nor a car loader. 

The grading in this way caused us no 
loss, but shows what we might be obliged 
to contend with in the opposite direction 
at other times, which would cause a loss. 
—A Michigan Shipper. 


LEAKING CARS AT BALTIMORE. 


Grain Dealers Journal: In spite of the 
warning to shippers to cooper their cars 
thru the Journal and at association meet- 
ings, in spite of all the influence which 
has been brot to bear upon them, a féw 
fail to attend to this properly. Think of 
it, 72% of the cars which were unloaded 
in Baltimore during July, Aug. and Sep. 
were reported leaky and 69% of those un- 
loaded in Oct. were reported leaky. Out 
of 6417 unloaded in Baltimore during the 
4 months ending Oct. 31, 4,599 were re- 
ported leaking as follows: 

Leaking at end of car, 2,014; leaking 
at side of car, 2,069; leaking thru grain 
door, 347; leaking at door post, 19; leak- 
ing at bottom, 114; leaking at end win- 
dow, 2; leaking at corner, 4; leaking at 
draw bar, 30; total, 4,599. 

This astounding percentage of leaking 
cars. is costing the railroad a great deal 
of money, for practically all claims for 
shortage are paid in Baltimore 5 days 
after they are submitted, so efficient is 
the department under the supervision of 
the Baltimore Chamber of Commerce 
Weighing Committee, with J. H. Warren 
as chief weighmaster. A railroad official 
accompanies the representative of the 
weighing dept. in the yards and both 
agree when a car is leaky. 

Some time ago the Penn. officials at- 
tacked the method of determining leaky 
cars, that is, tapping them with a mallet, 
and sent in a protest to the committee 
saying it was unfair to the railroads. 
The committee turned down the protest 
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and the mallet is still used. Furthermore 
as soon as a leaky car is now unloaded 
on the Pa. R. R. it is sent at once to the 
shops. If the movement of grain was 
heavy in Baltimore the present rate of 
leaky cars unloaded would keep several 
hundred men busy repairing.—Oriole. 


A BIG CHECK. 


Grain Dealers Journal: I note in the 
Journal for November 25, page 677, the 
two large sales of corn made, one at 
Webster City, Ia., the other at Media, III. 

I will give one: I bot last April 27,630 
bus. from one farm; all of which was 
graded No. 2 yellow corn at destination. 
The check for the corn was $6,000. This 
was all one deal, and all was loaded out 
in a few days. One car loaded out con- 
tained 1,872 bus.—P. Kilmartin, Malvern, 
Ta. 


ENGINE CYLINDER CRACKED. 


Grain Dealers Journal: J have just 
had an experience with my gasoline en- 
gine that may be a warning to other 
grain dealers against carelessness in look- 
ing after the water supply to cooling 
jacket. 

The lake that supplied the city with 
water went dry and I put up a tank to 
cool the cylinder with. For some reason 
it did not work as was intended, the 
water failing to pass thru the cooling 
jacket around the cylinder. The result 
was it got too hot and the cylinder 
cracked. There was no explosion.—C, H.

HAS COLLECTED CLAIMS THRU 
USE OF PRIVATE SEALS. 


Grain Dealers Journal: We note that 
you recommend in your journal the using 
of private seals. We have been using our 
own seals on cars for two years and 
while they are not reported on by Pitts- 
burg markets, they are in Baltimore, and 
also we find interior dealers report on 
them. It would be a good idea for all 
shippers who use them to insist on other 
markets recognizing and reporting their 
seal numbers. Thru the use of these 
seals we have been able to collect two or 
three difficult claims. We certainly think 
that dealers should use their own seals.

THE UNIFORM BILL OF LADING. 


Grain Dealers Journal: An _ Illinois 
shipper writes as. follows: “I inclose a 
“peach” in the shape of a uniform bill of 
lading. You can judge what I think of 
it by the way I signed it.” 

The shipper signed the B. of L. “under 
protest.” The terms and conditions of 
the Uniform B. of L. are very unjust to 
grain shippers. They are forced either to 
sign them or to suffer a penalty of a 10 
per cent higher rate of freight with a 
minimum increase of lc per hundred 
pounds, and in signing them they agree to 
allow for differences of weight by varia- 
tion of scales and by natural shrinkage. 
Scale weights at points of shipment and 
delivery seldom agree, but the light 
weight is just as apt to be on one side 
as the other, consequently variations 
should not always be charged against the 
shipper. 

According to terms of the B. of L. the 
allowance for variation of scales and for 
natural shrinkage is indefinite and can be 
waived entirely or made oppressive by 
railroad companies according to their 

“sweet will.” But if cars are in proper 
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condition when loaded and afterward re- 
ceive no injury there is no reason why 
natural shrinkage should exceed one-fif- 
teenth of one per cent of shipper’s weight 
under any circumstances, and in many 
cases grain will absorb as much moisture 
while in transit as it will lose at other 
amie S Maltby & Co., Chicago, 
He ‘ 


DO NOT ENDORSE BS/L WITH 
RUBBER: STAMP. 


Grain Dealers Journal: Shippers should 
not endorse Bs/L with a rubber stamp as 
the railroads are not always disposed to 
accept such endorsement. 

Two weeks ago Chas. England & Co. 
received a consignment of rye from a 
Michigan firm, They took up the B/L, 
sold the rye and presented the B/L to 
the Pa. R. R. and ordered the grain de- 
livered. However, the B/L had been 
stamped with a rubber stamp which did 
not show the name of the firm plainly, 
and then the Sec’y had written his name 
below in ink. 

When the B/L was delivered to the R. 
R. it refused it on the ground that it was 
not properly endorsed. Before the grain 
could be delivered the B/L had to be re- 
turned to the original shipper, during 
which time the profit was offset by de- 
murrage. 

The proper thing for the R. R. to have 
done was to accept the B/L for it was 
O. K. in every particular except the rub- 
ber stamp. Where roads insist on taking 
advantage of technicalities it is well to 
overcome this by failing to present an 
opportunity for them to. question Bs/L— 
Jans E. 


OBJECTIONABLE FEATURES OF 
UNIFORM ‘B/L. 


Grain Dealers Journal: Our railroads 
have put in use the Uniform B/L for all 
interstate shipments. This includes all 


.shipments of grain from Oklahoma, Kan- 


sas or other states into Texas and re- 
shipped to a Texas point on storing-in- 
transit or reconsignment. 

Shippers who have not read and stud- 
ied this B/L and all of its conditions 
should do so at once, and I am sure they 
will find many objections, especially so 
since the shipper is required to accept 
all of its conditions for himself and all 
of his consigns and assigns and place his 
signature on the B/L. 

One of the conditions provides that 
carrier shall not be liable “for difference 
in the weight of grain, seed or other 
commodities caused by natural shrinkage 
or discrepancies in elevator weights.” In 
our territory where grain is sun-dried, 
there is no natural shrinkage, and where 
grain is correctly weighed there should 
be no discrepancies in weights. 

Another provision is that the shipper 
must provide the necessary cooperage, 
crating, etc. This would work a very 
great hardship on the shipper, as it is 
the duty of the carrier to furnish cars 
suitable for transporting the commodities 
tendered. 

Another provision is that the carrier 
issuing the B/L is not liable for loss or 
damage except such as occurs to the 
property while on its own rails. This is 
contrary to the Interstate Commerce law, 
which provides that the carrier issuing 
the B/L shall be responsible to the ship- 
per for all loss and damage. 

These are some of the very objection- 
able features of the Uniform B/L, but 
the most serious is that in order to ob- 
tain transportation you are compelled to 
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sign the B/L, which constitutes a con- 
tract, and while the Texas statute makes 
void any condition in a B/L limiting the 
liability of the carrier, yet if the shipper 
should sign this proposed B/L without 
protest, it would appear as a mutual 
agreement and contract. Therefore,’ I 
suggest that shippers write or use a rub- 
ber stamp just above signature as fol- 
lows: “Signed under protest without 
waiving any legal or other rights.”—H. 
B. Dorsey, Sec’y Texas .Grain Dealers 
Assn, Ft. Worth, Texas. 


OBJECTS TO SCALEAGE. 

Editor Grain Dealers Journal: I notice 
that there is considerable agitation go- 
ings on thru the grain journals rela- 
tive to the 30-lb. scaleage on small cars 
at Baltimore. However, I do not hear of 
any complaints being made regarding 
public markets where the weights are re- 
ported only on the even fifty or hundred 
pounds. 

In two public markets in Ohio we al- 
ways get returns in even 50 lbs.; it’s 
either 50 lbs. or nothing. Consequently, 
if a car of oats weighs 40,598 Ibs. we get 
pay for 40,550 Ibs—scaleage 48 lbs. oats, 
or 1% bu. at 50c bu. = 75c. The average 
naturally would be about 25 lbs. per car. 

In addition to this at one point we pay 
the inspection and weighing fee of 50c 
per car, notwithstanding the inspector and 
weigher are employed by the buyer when 
not inspecting and weighing grain, or in 
other words the shippers pay for the 
men to do his (the buyer’s) weighing 
and grading, and with any fair kind of 
business, enough cars are handled to pay 
the salaries of both employes of the 
Chamber of Commerce (?) and the re- 
ceiver keeps the men busy around his 
elevator the rest of the time. 

We feel when we pay the weighing and 
inspection fee that we should have credit 
for what grain a car contains except pos- 
sibly that above 10 Ibs—I. C. J.

MUST BUYERS ACCEPT PLUGGED 
CARS 


Grain Dealers Tournal: I would like 
to hear from some of the grain dealers in 
regard to plugged cars. Last September 
T was at Wichita, Kans., and being in 
need of a car of seed wheat, I called on 
several brokers, in an effort to find a car 
of wheat that wud do for seed. Finally 
IT found a broker who had a sample on 
his table of a car of hard wheat which 
was reported as grading No. 2. The 
sample shown was all right, being free of 
rye, of good color, and no damaged 
grains. 

I bot the car of wheat, paying % cent 
premium above the bid broker claimed 
was put on sample. Car arrived at my 
elevator and upon opening and examining 
wheat, I found that the car was plugged. 
I at once notified the Wichita broker that 
car was plugged with rotten and stack- 
burnt wheat, and that I cud not use it 
for seed, hence car was here, subject to 
his order. Broker stated that he wud 
take it up with consignor and give dis- 
position. 

The next day, late in the afternoon, he 
called up, stating that shipper wud not 
do anything and wanted to know what 
cut I wud have to have, to take care of 
the car of wheat. I replied that I wud 
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much prefer that he dispose of the car 
of wheat, as I did not care to handle it. 
After some talk, I told him I wud not 
handle it for less than the regular cut 
of 4 cents, which is the regular cut on 
No. 4 wheat. After unloading the car 
of wheat, and making out account sale, 
sending in draft for over-draft, our draft 
was protested. 

Broker now claims that wheat was sold 
on Wichita inspection, and that the con- 
signor is not willing to stand the 4 cent 
cut. He admits there was some inferior 
wheat in the ‘car, but not to amount to 
anything, and claims that 2 cents wud be 
a big cut. 

Before unloading the car, I had a state 
grain inspector inspect the car. He went 
thru the car and pronounced it “No. 4, 
badly damaged and_= stack-burnt -hard 
wheat,’ but the broker claims. that he 
did not agree to stand. for another in- 
spection, and it wud not make any differ- 
ence if the car was % rotten.. If the 
Wichita inspector failed to discover any 
damaged grain, his grading will still 
stand regardless of what the car con- 
tained when placed for unloading. 

I wish to know whether the buyer has 
any recourse? 

Is a broker or a commission merchant 
doing right by trying to uphold one who 
will plug a car of grain and by doing so, 
put a premium on roguery? I wud like 
to hear from grain men who are better 
posted on the above subject. Respectfully 
yours, J. J. Stevens, Dalton, Kans. 

Rule 13 of the Kansas Grain Inspection 
Dept. provides that “All inspectors in- 
specting grain shall in no case make ‘the 
grade of grain above that of the poorest 
quality found in any lot of grain inspect- 
ed, where it has evidently been “plugged” 
or otherwise improperly loaded for the 
purpose of deception.”

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Weight Tickets for Farmers 


LIKE THE DUPLICATING TICKET. 


Grain Dealers Journal: We use the 
duplicating weight tickets. We do not al- 
ways insist on the return of the tickets 
before settlement, as we sometimes settle 
by the duplicate. We find the duplicating 
tickets very satisfactory—Hughes Lum- 
ber & Grain Co., Brooklyn, Ind. 


CONDEMNS GIVING OUT “PAID” 
TICKETS: 

Grain Dealers Journal: J have read a 
number of the communications regarding 
weight tickets, and must say that I am 
amazed at the amount of extra work in- 
dulged in by buyers who use tickets with 
and without stubs. Where a stub is used; 
the weigher must write each entry twice. 
That doubles his work and, in addition 
to being unnecessary. it doubles the op- 
portunity for making an error. I like the 
duplicating Scale ticket book because I 
can always turn to it and learn exactly 
what I gave the farmer. 

Another practice which I wish to con- 
demn is that reported by Mr. Bright, of 
Ohio. After marking the tickets “Paid,” 
he returns them to the farmer. In my 
estimation, this is unnecessary, and, what 
is more, it will tempt some farmers to 
erase the “Paid” and try to collect a sec- 
ond time on the ticket. Then, again, it 
invites and helps the reproduction of the 
tickets by dishonest printers. I think all 
tickets shud be numbered consecutively 
and, as soon as they are paid, the grain 
buyer shud cancel and keep them, or else 
destroy them. We cannot throw too 
much protection around our business, if 
we-are to have “smooth sailing.”—O. J. 
Nichols. 

DUPLICATION AND NUMBERING 
ARE A PROTECTION. 


Grain Dealers Journal: I have been 
interested in Mr. Pearson’s and Mr. 
Minor’s articles in the Journal on weight 
tickets. I have used a good many weight 
tickets, but the one reproduced herewith 
is the best I have ever seen. 

Each one of these tickets is numbered, 
and a carbon copy is kept of each load, 
so that if tickets should fall into the 
hands of unprincipled person, one can 
easily detect the fraud. By having every 
ticket numbered we very often save a lot 
of trouble, for farmers quite often lose 
their tickets. With the numbering it is 
no trouble to find the duplicate. 


If I am loading a car I mark the num- 
ber of car on ‘ticket so it is easier to 
check up weights in car and one also 
has a record of the grain of each farmer 
put in the car—Chas. Ehrsam, Waverly, 
Mo. 


PROTESTS AGAINST ADVERTIS- 
ING ON WEIGHT TICKETS. 
Grain Dealers Journal: I am pleased 
to note what other dealers are doing in 
the matter of weight tickets. It is sur- 
prizing to learn that a farmer wud deliver 
a load of grain to an elevator without in- 
voucher to 
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both likely to be blamed for the short- 
comings of the other. It not only cheapens 
the business of the dealer, but it reduces 
the value of each ticket in the estimation 
of every farmer. 

I believe it wud be better if each deal- 
er’s business stood on its own legs, with- 
out any support whatever from a local 
merchant.

CLAIMS TO HAVE THE BEST 
WEIGHT TICKET. 

Grain Dealers Journal: The article ap- 
pearing in the Noy. 25 issue on weight 
tickets for farmers is extremely interest- 
ing, and the value of giving a scale ticket 
to the farmer for every load of grain de- 
livered, cannot be over-estimated, 

Such a ticket as Mr. Eikenberry uses 
wud not be at all practical for. us. I do 
not see how this ticket can be used to 
good advantage where the grain dealer is 
doing a fair amount of business. In or- 
der to have the ticket complete, the grain 
must be weighed on a dump scale, so that 
the tare can be immediately obtained, or 
the dealer, before completing his record, 
must wait for the farmer to drive from 
the wagon scale at the office, to' the dump 
at the elevator, and back again, and if 
you had a busy day and there were a 
large number of farmers in line, waiting, 
you cud not use this ticket. 

One of the best scale tickets that I 
know of, and one that we use at our ele- 
vator, is a duplicating ticket. Each book 
contains 100 pages of tickets, with eight 
tickets to the page and interleaved be- 
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tween the pages’ containing the tickets are 
t™manila fly leaves, Each scale ticket is 
‘printed to contain practically the same in- 
formation*as is contained on the ticket 
used by Mr. Eikenberry, When the farm- 
er drives on the scale, we weigh up the 
load and make the necessary notations on 
the ticket; and make a carbon on the fly 
leaf at the same time, He can drive off 
the scale and as many others as are wait- 
ing can follow. When he comes back 
from the ‘elevator, the tare is found and 
put on the ticket, Then ticket is torn 
from the book and we have a carbon 
‘copy of the transaction. 

I wud like to learn of other forms of 
scale tickets, but think the one we use 
cannot be improved.—S. C. Jones.

Grain Dealers Journal: Letters from 
dealers using weight tickets are indeed in- 
teresting, but I have seen nothing pub- 
lished yet which compares with my dupli- 
cating scale ticket book. 

The Camden Elevator Co,’s scheme may 


be very good, but if it has a rush of 


loads, I am at a loss to understand how 
it will record the tare and get the net 
weight recorded on the triplicate copies. 
Supposing twelve different farmers came 
in with loads. Mr. Eikenberry cannot re- 
cord any of the facts relating to the sec- 
ond load until he is thru with the first. 
An automatic register with triplicate tic- 
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These tickets have saved much time and 
labor and prevented many disputes. 

The ticket, reproduced herewith, is con- 
secutively numbered by machine. The 
original is handed to the hauler and we 
keep the carbon duplicate bearing the 
same number. The ticket is a complete 
record, showing the dockage and price as 
well as the weights. 

On a page, 10x11 ins., are printed four 
originals and four duplicates. Thru the 
middle of the page up and down runs a 
vertical perforation on which the originals 
fold over the duplicates. When the four 
originals are torn off there remain stubs 
of 500 tickets. The perforations between 
the originals run to the stub only.

DISCARDED THEM. 


Grain Dealers Journal: With regard 
to scale tickets I have found out that oe 
best way is to have an open book tha 
every one can see whenever they want re 
Then they are not half as curious as 
when you give each one a ticket and keep 
a closed book. The closed book breeds 
distrust and the farmers soon get to lose 
confidence in a buyer and his weights. 

I had to furnish every hauler a ticket 
when I first began in the grain business 
for a corn firm 10 years ago. I soon 
found out the ticket was a complete 
nuisance, as it takes up time that we need 
for something élse. The worst is the 


kets may be all right where a dump scale 
is right under the nose of the weighman, 
but wud never do for me, 

I find the duplicating scale ticket book 
the most convenient and the best protec- 
tion I have ever had. Eight tickets are 
printed on a page and with a sheet of 
carbon paper, I keep a copy of the essen- 
tial facts recorded on a blank piece of 
paper, bound in between the perforated 
leaves of tickets. I can enter the gross 
weight on as many loads as happen to 
come, and then enter the tare and net 
when the farmer drives back. 

We have a numbering hand stamp, 
with which I number the tickets and the 
carbon copy consecutively in the order 
given out. This enables me to turn di- 
rectly to carbon copy, when I have any 
doubt regarding alterations or the au- 
thenticity of ticket. My carbon copy of 
each ticket issued gives me a record of 
each day’s receipts and these sheets are 
bound in permanent book form, so that I 
can keep them conveniently, and easily 
refer to them whenever I desire any in- 
formation about any transaction. 

I think the duplicating scale ticket book 
is ’way ahead of anything yet shown up 
in your columns. If there is anything 
better, I wud like to know of it. Yours 
for the best methods, E. G. Hull. 


HAVE TICKETS BOUND IN PADS. 


Grain Dealers Journal: I have been 
reading in the Journal in regard to weight 
tickets and it is a subject that a dealer 
should not overlook. You will find en- 
closed blank ticket that we use with stub 
attached. 

This form we have printed and bound 
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in pads of 100 each. The farmer takés a 
ticket with each load and the weigher 
retains the stub that corresponds with the 
ticket. The weights. of the stub are then 
transferred to the journal and ledger. 
When the farmer comes in for settlement 
he presents his tickets and they are 
stamped “PAID” and returned to him. 
If he loses a ticket before settlement we 
charge his account’ with “ONE TICKET 
SHORT. ” Without this system I would 
be at a loss to know how to conduct a 
scale record.

Topeka, Kans., Dec. 9.—The Kansas 
crop of winter and spring wheat in 1908 
aggregated 76,808,922- bus., from 6,939,351 
acres sown. Although the area was less 
than, that of last year by 295,932 acres, this 
year’s yield is 40% greater than the aver- 
age of the preceding twenty years. The 
crop this year is sixth in volume, and, ex- 
cepting 400,362 bus. of the spring varieties, 
it is all winter wheat. This year’s spring 
wheat area shows another decrease; the 
crop was practically a failure, especially in 
those half-dozen or so of the northwestern 
counties where it is grown with more or 
less persistency, and where three-fourths 
or more of this year’s sowing was, the re- 
mainder being distributed mostly in insig- 
nificant areas thru various other counties. 
Final returns show the total yield of winter 
wheat to be 2,802,560 bus. more than indi- 
cated by the preliminary estimate made by 
the Board’s correspondents in August. In- 
dications point to a smaller area sown to 
winter wheat this fall than a year ago. In 
many portions of the state sowing was 
unusually late, mostly on account of dry 
weather, which delayed plowing and plant- 
ing. A month ago correspondents esti- 
mated the condition of the growing wheat 
at 88, compared with 100 as entirely satis- 
factory, and the quite general rains and 
snows since have made possible very ma- 
terial improvement. The total yield of 
corn this year was 150,640,516 bushels, from 
7,057,535 acres. The average yield per 
acre this year is approximately the same 
as a year ago, but the price per bushel in 
1908 averages more than 11 cents, or 26.6 
per cent higher. In fact, in only one year 
in a third of a century has the farm price 
per bushel of corn averaged so high as in 
1908, and it is a striking illustration of the 
changed conditions that a bushel of corn 
this year was worth more than three bush- 
els in 1896. This year’s yield was 5,352,190 
bushels more than that of 1907, and ap- 
proximates the average of the past twenty 
years. Hay yielded abundantly, and pas- 
tures were excellent. The state’s alfalfa 
field of 878,283 acres represents an increase 
of over 18 per cent in the year. Other 
yields were: Oats, 16,707,000 bus.; rye, 361,- 
000 bus.; barley, 2,657,000 bus.; emmer, 1,- 
000,000 bus.; buckwheat, 4,000 bus., and 
broomcorn, 11,596,000 lbs.—F. D. Coburn, 
sec’y of Kansas Board of Agriculture. 

Kentucky. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dee. 3.—James W. Ran- 
kin, assistant commissioner of agriculture 
of Kentucky, has made a report that the 
condition of winter wheat from general ob- 
servation is 40% and the area seeded only 
26%. <A. F. Bleidt, sec’y of the Central 
Kentucky Grain Dealers Ass’n, places the 
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Kentucky condition of winter wheat be- 
tween 70 and 80%, and the government re- 
port gives the condition as 80%.

Lansing, Mich,, Dec. 7.—The condition of 
wheat is 75%, against 83 a_year ago, The 
condition of rye is 79%. During the four 
months prior to Nov. Dec, 1 farmers mar- 
keted 4,500,000 bus. wheat.—Geo. A. Pres- 
cott, Sec’y of State.

Columbus, O., Dec. 1.—Wheat shows a 
slight improvement since the issuance of 
the last report, its condition being now 
estimated at 60% compared with an ave- 
rage as against 56% reported one month 
ago. Local showers in many sections of 
the state have proven very beneficial, hence 
the increase in condition reported. The 
plant generally is small and weak, in poor 
condition to go into winter, and unless con- 
ditions are most favorable during the win- 
ter and early spring months many fields 
will be abandoned and put to other crops. 
The seeding was unusually late, due to the 
prolonged drouth, which also tended to 
greatly reduce the area seeded. The dam- 
age reported by insect pests is very slight. 
The amount of the crop sold as soon as 
threshed is estimated at 44%. The area 
planted to corn for this year’s harvest as 
returned by the township assessors was 
2,806,895 acres, and the average production 
per acre as now estimated by the cor- 
respondents is 36.9 bus., giving a total pro- 
duction for the state as a whole of 103,- 
629,746 bus. This is an increase over the 
harvest of 1907 of approximately 1,300,000 
bus. The crop generally is of good quality 
and was cribbed in fine condition. Husk- 
ing was delayed to some extent by the 
continued dry weather; 4% of the present 
crop was put into silo. The average date 
of cribbing was Oct. 13.—Ohio Dept. -of 
Agri.

Government Crop Report. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—The crop re- 
porting board of the Dept. of Agri. esti- 
mates the area seeded to winter wheat as 
5.6% less than the revised estimated area 
sown in the fall of 1907, equivalent to a de- 
erease of 1,762,000 acres, and indicating a 
total of 29,884,000 acres. The condition of 
winter wheat on Dec. 1 was 85.3, compared 
with 91.1 on Dec. 1, 1907, 94.1 on Dee. 1, 
1906, and a ten-year average of 92.2. 

The newly seeded area of rye is estimated 
as 4% less than the area sown in the fall 
of 1907, equivalent to a decrease of 80,000 
acres, and indicating a total of 1,935,000 
acres. The condition of rye on Dec. 1 was 
87.6, compared with 91.4 on Dec. 1, 1907, 
96.2 on Dec. 1, 1906, and a ten-year average 
Of 95:0:

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Shippers and Carriers Agree at 
Louisville on Readjustment of 
Rates to the Southeast. 


On Dec. 1, 30 grain men and millers 
representing eleven cities met at the Seel- 
bach Hotel. These dealers do most of 
their business in the Southeast and Caro- 
lina territory. For years there has beer 
a wrangle over the proper adjustment of 
rates to this territory. First one sectiom 
and then the other claimed to be getting 
the worst of the rules and regulations 
which the railroads put in force. Neither 
the shippers nor the railroads could agree 
on a satisfactory adjustment. 


However, after an all-day meeting, a 
plan was agreed upon which met the 
unanimous approval of all present. 


On December 2 this new rate basis was 
submitted to the representatives of the 
railroads entering the Southeast and 
Carolina territory, and they promised to 
put it in effect as soon as they get the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s con- 
sent. 


While neither the grain shippers or the 
railroad men would give out the details 
of the new adjustment, they stated that 
it would equalize the rates throughout 
that territory and put all shippers, large 
and small, on the same footing.

Oats Judging Trophy. ~ 
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Oats Judging Trophy Offered by 
the Western Grain Dealers 
Association. 


Since its organization about eight years 
ago, the Iowa Grain Dealers Assn., now 
succeeded by the Western Grain Dealers 
Assn., has done an important work along 
the line of the improvement of the grain 
crops. This association has always given 
every assistance possible to the Iowa 
State Agricultural College in a general 
way. 

The “Seed Corn Special Train” idea 
originated in the minds of Supt. W. H. 
Given of the Rock Island R’y., and 
M. McFarlin, of Des Moines, who ad- 
vised with Secy. Wells of the Iowa Grain 
-Dealers Assn., with -the result that a 
“Seed Corn Special” was run over Mr. 
Given’s division of the Rock Island Rail- 
road. Secy. Wells, through the grain deal- 
ers at each station, arranged to have the 
farmers present on arrival of the train to 
hear Prof. Holden lecture on corn. 

This experiment was so successful that 
the following year Secy. Wells arranged 
with the officials of the different Chicago- 
Iowa railroads to run “Seed Corn Special 
Trains” over their lines in Iowa under 
the auspices of the “Extension Depart- 
ment” of the Iowa State Agricultural Col- 
lege, the arrangement of schedules, ad- 
vertising and management of programs 
being entirely under the management of 
Secretary Wells, who also accompanied 
the trains during the entire program, hav- 
ing general supervision of the work. 

The time occupied by train schedules 
during that season was 49 days. The 
trains consisting of a sleeper, diner, three 
day coaches and a baggage car, that were 
gratuitously provided by the railroad com- 
panies, traveled over 10,000 miles, made 
700 station stops, and over 1,000 lectures 
were delivered to nearly 150, 000 farmers. 
The “Seed Corn Special Train” propa- 
ganda, organized and promoted by the 
Iowa Grain Dealers Assn., has resulted 
in a great awakening of the farmers to 
the possibility of raising better corn. 

Judging contests by student classes of 
different agricultural colleges have stimu- 
lated great interest among the agricul- 
tural students and farmers in livestock 
and corn, so that farmers generally have 
become interested in the merits of the 
individual animal and the individual ear 
of corn. A single ear of corn, the cham- 
pion sweepstake prize winner at the Ames 
short course three years ago, sold for $150 
and is owned by Mr. D. L. Pascal of De- 
Witt, Ia. 

Having in mind the benefits gained by 
intercollegiate judging contests with the 
Spoor trophy as a prize in livestock, and 
the Cook, Wallace and Whiting trophies 
in corn, the Western Grain Dealers Assn. 
at its last annual meeting decided to offer 
a trophy to be contested for by the oats 
judging classes of the different state agri- 
cultural colleges, and we give above an 
illustration of the trophy offered by the 
Western Grain Dealers Assn. It repre- 
sents a sheaf of oats, is being built by 
Bair of New York, at a cost of nearly 

Student classes of different state agri- 
cultural colleges are now being trained 
for the oats judging contest to compete 
for this trophy, that will occur at the Na- 
tional Corn Exposition at Omaha. The 
team winning three annual contests in 
succession to become the permanent hold- 
er of the oats judging trophy.

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New Fire-Proof Grain Storage 
For Minneapolis. 


Minneapolis is becoming a great grain 
elevator center, and many of its new 
plants are of fire-proof construction. In 
fact, the competition of that city’s present 
fire-proof grain storehouses is such that 
none can afford to build a wooden eleva- 
tor in that market. The saving in insur- 
ance on grain stored in a fire-proof plant, 
will more than pay the interest on the in- 
creased cost of such structures over that 
of wood. 

Illustrated herewith is the latest addi- 
tion to the city’s fire-proof grain store- 
houses. It is a 500,000-bu. annex to The 
Cargill, Elevator Co.’s Elevator “T.” It 
consists of 24 reinforced concrete tanks, 
each of which is 20 ft. 4 in. in diameter, 
and 90 ft. high. The tanks are arranged 
in three rows, of 8 each, thus making 14 
interspace bins. All bins are hoppered 
and self-cleaning. Below the bins are 
two 30-in. belt conveyors, which enable 
all bins to be emptied quickly. 

The cupola above the tanks is of steel 


and thru it run two 30-in. belt conveyors, 
which come from Elevator “T”, thru the 
steel conveyor gallery, by which all bins 
can be quickly nilled. 

Power is transmitted by rope drive, 
from the shafting of Elevator “IT” to the 
conveyors of the Annex. 

This fire-proof annex, as well as a con- 
crete seed warehouse, 30x150 ft., 10 ft. 
high, nearby, were designed and erected 
by The Barnett & Record’Co., and are 
now in full operation.

Ask Steel Cars for Grain Shipments. 

WHEREAS, There is a constant and in- 
sistent complaint, by the country shipper 
as to leaky cars, in which grain is for- 
warded from the country station, and: 

WHEREAS, The like complaint is made 
by those who are engaged in forwarding 
grain from one terminal market to anoth- 
er, or to the sea board for export, and 

WHEREAS, Experience has demonstrat- 
ed beyond any possibility of a doubt, that 
the ordinary box car, in a short time after 
being put into service, begins to leak when 
loaded with grain; and thereafter forever 
so long as it is*in use leaks and dribbles 
grain; now therefore be it 

Resolved, By the Board of Directors of 
the Illinois Grain Dealers Ass’n, that the 
railroad companies be and they are hereby 
requested and urged, in the _ hereafter 
when placing orders for new rolling stock, 
and more particularly for box cars, to or- 
der cars manufactured from steel, and thus 
eliminate for all time complaints occa- 
sioned by losses from leaking cars. 

Resolved, further, that the Secretary of 
this organization is hereby instructed to 
forward a copy of these resolutions to 
each of the General Freight Agents of the 
railroads doing business in the State of 
Illinois, and to the Grain Journals. : 

Mr. A. G. Tyng presented the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 


Want Uniform Grads Adopted Every- 

where. 

RESOLVED, That the Directors of the 
Illinois Grain Dealers Ass’n, are heartily in 
favor of the adoption by all markets of 
the Uniform Grades adopted at the meet- 
ing of the Grain Dealers National Ass’n 
in St. Louis, realizing that the uniform 
grades will greatly simplify the handling 
of grain, and be of great benefit to all 
dealers in this State. 

Resolved, That our Secretary be request- 
ed to write to the Secretaries of the 
Boards of Trade of all the larger markets, 
urging their adoption of the uniform 
grades as mentioned above. 

The following resolution was presented, 
read and adopted: 

Establish a Claims Committee. 

RESOLVED, By the Board of Directors 
of the Illinois Grain Dealers Ass’n, that 
a new committee be hereby appointed by 
the President, to be known as the Claims 
Committee; and that said committee shall 


consist of three members of which the 
President shall be the chairman. 

That it shall be the duty of the Claims 
Committee to arrange with an attorney to 
represent the members of this Association 
whenever called upon to collect from any 
railroad company or other common car- 
rier, any amount lost by reason of the 
fault of said common carrier. 

The said Committee shall arrange the 
terms upon which said attorney shall rep- 
resent the members; and the Committee 
shall see that no fraudulent claim is filed, 
nor that any member is allowed to file a 
claim for more than he is justly entitled 
to, the whole idea of a Claims Department, 
being a friendly adjustment of all differ- 
ences, between the railroads and the mem- 
bers of this Association, at the minimum 
of expense and trouble. 

The said Committee shall not make’ any 
arrangement, whereby the Association 
shall in any event become liable for any 
expense whatever in the prosecution of 
any claim; 
deavor to make such a contract as will be 
equitable and whereby the members will 
receive prompt and efficient service and 
every claim bear its own expense of col- 
lection. 


On motion the Board adjourned.

The Conference Between South- 
western Shippers and 


Exporters. 


Southwestern shippers who sell grain 
their track are much grieved over the re- 
fusal of the exporters to adopt a more 
reasonable scale of discounts, and many 
are protesting against the heavy discounts 
now in force, as published on page 679 of 
this Journal for Noy. -25. 

On Nov. 16 a committee composed of 
President Cox of the Kansas Grain Deal- 
ers Ass'n, Mr. Kelly of Wichita, Sec’y 
Prouty of the Oklahoma Grain Dealers 
Ass’n and J. S. Hutchins, President of 
the Oklahoma Grain Dealers Ass’n, met 
the Exporters by appointment in Kansas 
City, Mo. The committee asked that the 
arbitrary dockage imposed by the expor- 
ters on off-grade corn should be modified 
to such an extent that each car should 
stand on its own merits. The represen- 
tatives of the shippers claimed that No. 4 
corn should not be, docked 3c, as a large 
proportion of it was never dried, but 
merely cleaned and mixed in with the 
No. 3 and No. 2 corn, 

The committee maintained that the 
grade of No. 5 was unnecessary as corn 
below the No. 4 grade would probably 
have to be dried, and would therefore 
take the No Grade. It also contended 
that a car of No Grade corn might have 
been graded so from being a little warm 
or damp in one part of the car, while the 
most of the car was in good sound con- 
dition. The committee asked that the 
dockage on No. 4 corn be reduced to at 
least 2c and that all No Grade corn be 
handled for the. shipper’s account and 
taken on contract if grading No. 3 after 
handling. 

After a lengthy discussion between the 
committee and the exporters, it became 
apparent that the exporters were well or- 
ganized and that they did not feel in- 
clined to make any concessions at the 
present time. They maintained that the 
exporters had handled off-grade corn in 
years past at a loss and that the schedule 
they had agreed upon was only equitable 
and fair, and that it would take this 
scale of dockages to protect them. They 
maintained that it was impossible to han- 
dle separate cars for the shipper’s ac- 
count, as the Wharf Company at Galves- 
ton claimed it could not keep corn sepa- 
rate, but that corn of the same grade 
would go in bins of that grade for the 
exporters account. 

A message from C. McD. Robinson, 


but the Committee will en-. 
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Chief Inspector at Galveston, said that 
out of the new corn arriving from this 
crop’s shipments, there had been less than 
10% graded below No. 3. 

It was disclosed that the Wharf Com- 
pany at Galveston is only operating Ele- 
vator “A,” but is reported to have agreed 
with the exporters to operate Elevator 
“B,” which will give them a better chance 
to handle off-grade corn. : 

Some of the exporters expressed them- 
selves as willing to have all corn grading 
below No. 3 handled for the shipper’s ac- 
count, but there was no general agree- 
ment along this line. The opening of 
Elevator “B” will probably give the ship- 
per a chance to have his.own corn han- 
dled if he supplies the exporter with -an- 
other shipment of corn to replace the one 
of off-grade. 

In speaking of the meeting Chairman 
J. S. Hutchins said, “While I can not say 
that: our meeting was successful, I think 
that it had a good effect in getting the 
two associations in closer touch with the 
exporters, and I doubt not that good will 
come of it in the near future.” 


First Annual Ohio Corn Show. 


The corn show held Nov. 23-25 at Ohio 
State University, Columbus, by the Ohio 
Corn Improvement Ass’n, gathered what 
good judges declare was the finest and 
largest lot of corn ever exhibited at any 
state show. The show was a grand suc- 
cess. It took three rooms closely filled 
with tables to exhibit the entries. The 
favorable season the state has had for 
producing, maturing and curing corn is 
responsible for the great interest shown 
by farmers. 

Every department of the exhibition was 
well filled, pedigreed corn being con- 
spicuous. 

Practically all of the entries which took 
first prize will be entered in the National 
Show at Omaha with a good prospect of 
carrying off a large proportion of the 
prizes owing to favorable weather condi- 
tions in Ohio. 

In competition for the Grain Dealers 
Trophy eight entries were made. R. K. 
Beam & Son of Greenville, O., won the 
Grain Dealers Trophy, and their exhibit 
merited a reward, as it was certainly a 
beauty, being composed of 50 as fine ears 
of corn as were ever shown. 

The Corn Dinner on the evening of the 
third day was thoroly well enjoyed by the 
300 who took every chair. Among the 
viands on the menu were Soup a la Zea 
Mays, Krisp Corn Kernels, Hogged Corn 
and Apples, Lemon Ice with Corn Sticks, 
Hulled Corn, Escalloped Corn, Hoe Cake 
and Indian Pudding. 

Hundreds of cars of kaffir corn are 
being loaded near Clarendon, Tex., for 
shipment to England, there to be made 
into pancake flour. Pancake flour fron 
kaffir corn is something new in this vicin- 
ity but it is said to make as good or 
even better flour than wheat for pan- 
cakes. The price paid is 90 cents a 
bushel. One man has raised and sold 
600 bushels of this corn this season. 

I have planted corn for three years in 
the light of the moon when the sign is in 
the twins. The result has far surpassed 
my expectations. For three years I have 
been growing corn under these conditions 
and have obtained six out of ten stalks 
with two ears. I have not always beer 
able to plant when the sign of the moor 
was exactly right and when I did not 
the best I could do was one ear and @ 
nubbin on about six out of ten stalks — 
M. W. McDonald, Emmett township, IL 


Boston’s Grain Trade. 


There are 250 cities in the New Eng- 
land states which have a population of 
over 5000 people; into this great maw the 
grain producers of, the. Mississippi Val- 
ley are pouring a portion of their prod- 
ucts.. Because in every direction from 
. the Hub.city except oceanward, there are 
hundreds of buildings, porous with lights, 
within whose walls. thousands of men, 
women and children, are weaving and 
spinning, integrals of the great manufac- 
turing industries which have made New 
England renowned; because these same 
people form a large’ portion of.a great 
consuming district, the. Boston grain 
dealer’s, mind reverts first to them when 
he considers the grain business. 

Again, he takes into consideration the 
New England farmer who is a consumer 
of grain, tho this year he has been forced 
thru the high prices of Western grain to 
coax his worn out fields again to yield 
corn and -wheat., The New England 
farmer :generally is net a prosperous man 
tho he is getting 9c a quart for his milk, 
and 60c.a doz. for fresh eggs, he can’t 
make money. .-High prices-drove him to 
the fields, and he has raised, one. of- the 
largest_crops of grain this year ever aar- 
vested in the New England states. Na- 
ture has been kind to him with plenty of 
forage so he has said to the Western 
farmer “keep your grain.” This has 
made trade dull in Boston. This has 
made those who depend upon the con- 
sumers of New England to wish that 
Patten would drop the price of ¢orn 10c 
a bushel. 

There are three classes of grain deal- 
ers in Boston. The Jobber who_ buys 
what grain he gets and pays for it, the 
Retailer who buys it and the Broker who 
handles it for $1.87 per car. Very little

grain is consigned to Boston because the 
Jobbers find it more profitable to pur- 
chase grain from a Broker who is a mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce. Then 
in case of dispute there is an accredited

representative on the spot where the mat- 
ter can be threshed out. 

Elevator facilifies are good for hand- 
ling grain, but very little local. grain 
ever goes thru them. In fact the receipts 
and shipments of grain in Boston are no 
criterion of what this port is doing in the 
grain business, for about all of the grain 
which comes into New England is di- 
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verted from some Western point. Boston 
is a great exporting port and will con- 
tinue to be better as this port is ten days 
nearer to Liverpool than any other upon. 
the Atlantic seaboard and fast steamers 
ply between here and Europe. 

From 10:30 until 2:15 corresponding 
with the Chicago Board of Trade busi- 
ness hours, about 150 grain dealers gather 
in the dome shaped, spacious, airy and 
dignified trading room, in the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce building, make 
their trades, watch the market reports, 
smash each others hats and spill grain 
down one anothers necks or lounge in an 
elegantly equipped reading room. 


A visitor from Milwaukee who recent- 
ly saw the room said “What for you have 
this great big carpeted room? Ach! In 
Milwaukee we have a bar.” 

In the reading. room hangs an interest- 
ing picture of the men who formed the 
cld Produce Exchange. They in their 
high silk- hats, huge neck ties and flaring 
collars contrast strangely with the hand- 
some men who now compose the member- 
ship of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The ground upon which the present 
Chamber of Commerce stands was once 
the Boston Harbor where the: Americans 


_held a famous tea party a hundred years 


ago and more. It might be added that 
the water has been pushed back into the 
bay except that which saturates the stocks 
cf Tom Lawson on State street. 

Boston receipts of corn for Nov. were 
174,251 bus. compared with’ 669,537 bus. a 
year ago; oats 389,233 bus. compared with 
374,489 one year ago; wheat 1,840,724 
compared with 2,040,214 for 1907. 

The export business will’ receive a 
fresh impetus when the Boston & Albany 
builds its new 1,000,000 bus. storage house 
to replace the elevator burned some t'me

On the first day that the new system 
of grain inspection was made effective 
on all roads at Chicago Nov. 23 some 
delay was suffered in getting the sam- 
ples from the more remote railroad 
yards to the central office. The receiv- 
ers’ agents also have found this a prob- 
lem and the inspection department works 
under the same handicap. Chief Grain 
Inspector W. Scott Cowen says, “Re- 
ceipts the first day were 877 cars, of 
which 528 cars were inspected and fur- 
nished to the trade during the morning 
and 349 cars were inspected during the 
afternoon and sent to the receivers next 
morning.” 


Rates being no longer based on the 
Mississippi River the necessity for bill- 
ing grain from trans-Mississippi River 
and Northwestern territory thru to New 
York, notify Chicago dealers, no longer 
exists; and the roads have suggested to 
W. M. Hopkins, mgr. of the transporta- 
tion department of the Board of Trade, 
that shippers consign locally to Chicago. 
This recommendation is limited to trans- 
Mississippi River and Northwestern ter- 
ritory, which is all grain from territory 
other than Illinois, points in Iowa on 
the west bank of the Mississippi River 
and St. Paul, Minneapolis, Minnesota 
Transfer, Stillwater, Duluth, Ashland, 
Superior and Washburn, Wis. 


The fourth test of a new car door 
known as the American All Service Car 
Door was made Dec. 8 at Armour Eltr. 
C., when a number of grain men and 
representatives of the weighing depart- 
ment “of the Board of Trade and rail- 
roads" were present to witness the un- 
loading of a car of shelled corn that had 
been loaded by W. L. Shellabarger of 
Decatur, Ill. The railroad men who are 
interested in the-door are C. W. Peifer, 
of Clinton, roadmaster for the - Illinois 
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Central, C. R. Westcott, supt. of the I. 
C., Wm. Hastings and Mr. Williams, the 
inventor. The door is all steel and takes 
the place of both inner and outer doors. 
It has been favorably commented on by 
the grain eltr. men who have seen it and 
has attracted the attention of railway of- 
ficials who see in it an end to the con- 
stant expense for wood grain doors. 
During November the total number of 
leaking cars weighed by the weighing de- 
partment of the Board of Trade was 
1,640, of which 214 were leaking at grain 
door, 181 leaking over grain door, 480 
leaking at sides of car, 269 leaking at ends 
of car, 7 leaking at king bolts, 83 leaking 
at drawbars, and 406 leaking at different

The Kentucky Public Eltr. has just 
completed the best week it has enjoyed 
for several months. Business with it is 
improving considerably, and the outlook 
is regarded as distinctly encouraging. | 

Up to the present time there has been 
a very large increase over last year’s 
business for the month of December. 
Quite a healthy demand has sprung up 
for wheat, corn and oats from the 
Southeast. 


A large number of the Kentucky dis- 
tillers started operation Dec. 1. Usually 
they mash old corr -until after the New 
Year. However, on account of the ex- 
cellence of the corn crop, they are all 
running on new corn. 


By January or February the unusually 
large corn crop produced in the south 
this year should be exhausted. Usually 
it is all consumed before the first of 
the year, but its size this time has tend- 
ed to decrease the demand for grain 
from other sources.—Bingham-Hewitt 
Company. 

C. P. Dodd & Co., whose eltr. and hay 
warehouse were burned during Septem- 
ber, are rebuilding on their old site on 
the I. C. R. R. They are increasing their 
capacity and will have a modern com- 
plete plant. The hay warehouse will 
store thirty carloads, while the eltr. ca- 
pacity will be 25,000 bus. 


Louisville grain men are jubilant as a 
result of the action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, postponing the 
putting into effect of the order against 
the payment of elevation allowances on 
grain. The order has been vigorously 
fought here, and the action of the Com- 
mission is: considered an omen of vic- 
tory. 


Most of the Kentucky distilleries will 
begin operations later than usual this 
year, starting after the first of Janu- 
ary. Nevertheless a fair crop will prob- 
ably be produced. The upward tendencies 
in the price of corn influenced distilleries 
not to resume operations as speedily as 
they would do otherwise—W. A. Thom- 
son & Son. 


The Southern roads have served notice 
on Louisville grain shippers that they 
intend to put the uniform B/L in effect 
on January 1, 1909. The roads want this 
form given a fair trial and if in the 
opinion of the shippers it is not satisfac- 
tory, they promise to withdraw it. The 
local grain men are not enthusiastic 
about the uniform bill. 


Business is showing more activity as 
the season advances, and as some distil- 
leries are opening, the consumption of 
grain in that direction is increasing. 
The higher prices for grain have tended 
to increase the demand, or at least to 
make intending purchasers consider the 
advisability of laying in supplies, as a 
result of which, altho business is_ still 
quiet, it is more active than in some time. 


Alfred Brandeis was the Louisville 
representative at a meeting of a general 
commitee of business men in Chicago 
Dec. 8 to discuss the question of an 
advance in rates by the railroads. The 
committee was appointed at a confer- 
ence several months ago, when it was 
decided to ask the railroads to postpone 
raising rates. The meeting Dec. 8 was 
for the purpose of getting together with 
a commitee representing the railroads 
and discussing the advisability of raising 
the rates. : 


While no official announcement on the 
subject has been made, it is known that 
Louisville’s grain business would be se- 
riously injured if the tentative announce- 
ment of Commissioner Clark on the sub- 
stitution of tonnage were to be enforced. 
As a solution of the difficulty a promi- 
nent official of the Southern Railway ex- 
pressed to a representative of the Grain 
Dealers’ Journal his belief that the 
shrinkage of two cents in favor of Lou- 
isville and Cincinnati should be abolished 


and a flat rate substituted. While this. 


would be hard to effect, he said that he 
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believed it would render the problems 
which are constantly arising in the ad- 
justment of the situation much easier to 
handle. Nashville, he thot, would be the 
only point which might be affected ad- 
versely by such a change, 


Receipts of new corn have begun to 
increase. It is of excellent quality and 
the bulk of it is grading contract. The 
grain men are pleased that they are to 
have good corn to handle, as the past 
four crops were very inferior in quality 
and aggravating to handle. In addition 
there was no dryer here and off-grade 
corn was always handled at a big loss. 
The only way they could handle hot 
corn was to spread it on the warehouse 
floor and employ men to turn it. This 
was very expensive. However, the large 
Hess Dryer at the Kentucky Public 
Eltr. guarantees shippers that their wet 
-corn will not be discounted heavily here. 


LOUISIANA. 
NEW ORLEANS LETTER. 


Grain dealers report a fairly good de- 
mand for oats, and state that the quality 
of oats received here is much better than 
was the case several months ago.

Jenks Grain Co., of New York, was here 
recently on his initial trip to this port 
and looked into the facilities here.

Little change in demand for corn prod- 
ucts during the past two weeks. Mills 
have been holding prices at the level of 
two weeks ago, but buyers have not be- 
gun to take hold. 

Hess Moisture Test. apparatus has 
been installed at the Illinois Central ele- 
vators, and new clippers and cleaners 
have been put in at Elevator E. They 
are of the most modern pattern. 

Stocks at this port Dec. 4 were: Stuy- 
vesant Docks, 372,000 bus. of wheat and 
174,000 bus. of corn; Westwego, 100,000 
bus. of wheat and 90,000 bus. of corn; 
Chalmette, 18,000 bus. of wheat. 

Carl H. Langenberg, of Langenberg 
Brothers & Co., St. Louis, is here on a 
visit to the New Orleans branch of his 
house which has been established on the 
tracks of the New Orleans Terminal Co. 

Demand for wheat bran was reduced 
during the past. two weeks because of 
the warm weather which prevailed, both 
country and city orders becoming unusu- 
ally scarce and-sales of small lots only 
were made. : 

A. F. Leonhardt, of A. F. Leonhardt 
& Co., Chairman of.the Board of Trade’s 
Grain Committee, has been put forward 
as a candidate for first vice-pres. of the 
Exchange to serve during the coming 
twelve: months. : 


‘Grain purchased here by the United 
States Government for shipment to the 
Panama Canal is now handled on cer- 
tificates of the Board of Trade. This is 
a new arrangement and has proved very 
satisfactory to the Government purchas- 
ing agent. 

Grain exports from New Orleans from 
Sept. 1 to Dec. 1 amounted to 1,998,076 
bus. of wheat and 364,627 bus. of corn, 
compared with 2,285,666 bus. of wheat 
and 294,264 bus. of corn during the cor- 
responding period of 1907, as reported 
by W. L. Richeson, chief grain inspector, 
New Orleans Board of Trade. 


John R. Anderson, fer thirty years in 
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the grain business here and at St. Louis, 
died of dropsy in St. Louis, Nov. 24. 
He had been a grain inspector for the 
New Orleans Board of Trade six years, 
but resigned last April to return to his 
old home in St, Louis. He leaves a 
mother, a wife, and a grown daughter. 


J. H. Mallory has been appointed Gen- 
eral European Agent of the Illinois Cen- 
tral with headquarters at London, suc- 
ceeding Donald Rose, who has been ap- 
pointed Assistant to President J. T. Har- 
ahan. Mr. Mallory, who was formerly 
commercial Agent of the Company, will 
sail for his new post Dec. 12. He is a 
brother-in-law of President Harahan. 

Export corn coming to New Orleans 
is generally in excellent condition. Some 
Omaha corn arrived for export this week 
and graded No. 2. The first large ship- 
ment of Illinois corn has arrived for 
export and this also was of good quality 
and in good condition. The authorities 
are optimistic regarding the volume of 
export corn to be handled thru this port 
this season. 

Another disastrous fire at the Illinois 
Central terminals occurred Noy. 26, that 
concerned practically every important 
grain firm in the city. As this came only 
a month after the fire that destroyed twce 
sheds at the terminals, most of the firms 
owning hay and grain there carried in- 
surance, so will lose nothing. Eight car- 
loads of grain belonging to J. T. Gibbons 
& Co. were damaged. The total loss was 
about $47,000. 

Demand for the better grades of hay 
is excellent in this market. Stock is dis- 
posed of as soon as it arrives. Commis- 
sion merchants handling hay have recent- 
ly adopted the plan of declining to ad- 
vance money on hay receipts until the 
hay is imspected here. This has operated 
to: prevent low grade hay coming to this 
market and°the result is that conditions 
are now very much’ better as respects 
congaslicy of terminals with low grade 

ay. 

The Illinois Central hay shed fire Nov. 
26 left only one out of the original four 
hay sheds standing, and this the smallest 
one. This has seriously interfered with 
the handling-of hay, both as regards the 
company and the merchants here. The 
hay committee of the Board of Trade 
has held several conferences with TIIli- 
nois. Central officials, and relief is prom- 
ised. The company does not wish to 
erect new sheds at once at the terminals 
because it is contemplating building 
larger terminals on Poydras street and 
facilities erected now will have to be 
torn down within twelve months to make 
way for the new plant—H.

We have a man now who is work- 
ing along these lines, B. J. Rothwell, 
pres. of the Chamber of Commerce, a 
far seeing, shrewd business man, who 
has the interest of the C. of C. and the 
port of Boston at heart.—Seth Catlin, 
chief grain inspector.

Elliot A. Archer, who did a big busi- 
ness here under the firm name of A. E. 
Howe & Co., 6 years ago, and who 
swindled two Newark banks out of $80,- 
000 by forging Bs/L, was captured in 
Seattle, Nov. 20, and is being brought 
back to Newark for trial. The state has 
chased this man all round the world and 
tho he has been gone for 6 years those 
who were duped remember him well, and 
are glad to see him return. 


Newark and Jersey City dealers are 
advocating a reduction of the tariff” on 
grain. They do not wish to see the duty 
on grain taken entirely off for most of 
them are protectionists, but they do be- 
lieve the present exorbitant tariff is too 
high.

BUFFALO LETTER. 


The Lake Shore Iron Eltr. Co. is 
building a Hess drier in a separate build- 
ing and will have it in operation about 
Jan. 1. 

The uncertain features of Buffalo's 
trade is the amount of winter storage to 
be had and the fluctuation in the car 
corn receipts. 

Buffalo, N. Y.—The Churchill Grain 
& Seed Co. is installing a Cass Grain 
Drier, furnished by L. L. Cass, grain 
dealer at Weston, O. 

With other grain running pretty light 
the car movement of corn has been 
heavy lately, sometimes running up al- 
most to 100 cars a day and averaging 
very good grade. 

Rapid progress is being made on the 
new mill for the Washburn-Crosby Co. 
The piling is nearly finished and the 
work on the foundation will be well un- 
der way before the middle of the month. 
The old mill is running 24 hours a day. 

The advancing price of western winter 
wheat is said to be due to the giving out 
of state wheat much sooner than was 
expected. It is also said to be used to 
mix with state wheat because of its fine- 
ness, especially where the state wheat has 
sprouted. 

Oat receipts in this market have been 
much lighter than was expected, Chief 
Inspector Anderson saying that they are 
not lasting nearly as long this year as 
they did last. On the other hand, the re- 
ceipts of barley have picked up and 
grade very well. 

While it is known that the car sur- 
plus is small, grain men as a rule are not 
complaining for the reason that the grain 
movement is very slow at this time, but 
millers who have a small storage ca- 
pacity are finding fault with the local 
situation and say that they are having 
difficulty in getting the cars they want 
and at the time they want them. 

Feed dealers are not finding business 
very consoling of late and are hoping 
for some cold weather to boom demand. 
Altho the demand is very light the price 
seems to remain firm. One dealer says 


that if he could only convince the farmer 
that he is losing money when he stops 
buying feed because it is high, he would 
not have to complain about business. 


The matter between the Buffalo Cereal 
Co. and the Buffalo Creek Railroad al- 
leging discrimination in furnishing cars, 
which was taken before the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, has been turned back 
to the litigants with the advice to settle 
the trouble between themselves. The Ce- 
real Co. alleges cars which they coopered 
for their own use were turned over to 
other concerns. 

Eltr. builders say that the project of 
rebuilding the Wheeler eltr. which was 
burned some years ago, has not been laid 
aside yet and if the weather should per- 
mit it is quite possible that the contract 
will be let before long. It is to be of 
steel or concrete and 1750,000-bu. ca- 
pacity. The Lackawanna Co. is not ex- 
pected to make any eltr. changes this 
year, tho some are looked for next year. 


Eltr. owners are not getting as much 
storage as they had last winter, chiefly 
because of fear that the high price of 
wheat will not last until spring. Then 
the storm at the opening of December 
cut down vessel movements and no doubt 
cut down the amount that otherwise 
would have been laid up afloat. On Dec. 
1 a dozen cargoes, mostly wheat and 
flax-seed, were laid up here and more 
will continue to arrive, tho vessel own- 
ers are not anxious to pay extra insur- 
ance on late movements. 

The comparative cheapness of barley 
this year and the high prite of oats 
seems to be tempting everybody to mix 
the two together. Some dealers say they 
have never seen so much mixing of rye 
as well as barley with oats as now. Oats 
is the only grain that brings more than 
2c per pound. Dealers who are in touch 
with horse feeders learn that it is al- 
most impossible to get a boarding stable 
to feed any flesh upon their horses and 
in some cases horse owners are buying 
the heavy Montana oats to keep their 
horses in condition.—J. C. 


NEW YORK LETTER. 


Members of the New York Produce 
Exchange are divided into clans, the 
“birds of feather flocking together.” 
Traders in wheat assemble in the pit 
where they shout for a time, and smoke 
all the time; corn traders gather about 
an elliptical brass ring, and now-a-days 
expectorate into the sawdust. Oats trad- 
ers gather around a window ledge near 
a telegraph booth, and swap stories: Ex- 
porters sit upon a long bench and wait 
for the price of corn to go down so the 
European demand will go up. Receiv- 
ers of cash grain and commission houses 
pile yellow boxes of grain upon their 
tables and it looks like business. Here 
are the views of those who would ex- 
press an opinion:

It’s a hand to mouth business now.

It’s all Jim Patten now. European 
buyers are not buying freely at these 
prices—Edw.

New York consumers are feeding sub- 
stitutes and consumption has decreased 
making less business—W. J. Brainard. 

Business is yery dull; we need a better 
feeling in the trade and when we get it 
business will revive—L. W. Forbell. 

Expect a better demand for grain. Be- 
lieve the grain trade is beginning to feel 
a little more prosperity—C. C. Ramey. 
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Business is frightfully dull. The Pat- 
ten interests makes the people afraid to 
speculate. There is a good demand for 
cash corn for export at about 72c. Corn 
which is arriving is excellent quality.—J. 
H. Halstead. 

Business is very good; six weeks be- 
fore election it was awful dull, but busi- 
ness is fair now. Northwestern oats are 
a good proposition to handle here. The 
local market is good for oats because the 
price is so high that buyers will not load 
up with cif oats and that makes this a 
good consignment market. — W. 
Brandt. 

The New York Central Eltr. has been 
altered to do domestic business. It han- 
dles very little railroad business. 


G. H. K. White, Chief Inspector New 
York Port, being asked, Do you look for 
federal inspection of grain? answered, 
You never can tell what the politicians 
will do. I would like to see uniform 
grades established, but not all of those 
adopted at the Grain Dealers National 
convention in St. Louis. 


Martin S. Herbert is the hustling For- 
warding specialist of the New York 
Produce Exchange. His father was -in 
the grain business long before him and 
his facilities for studying the needs of 
exporters have been the best. Mr. Her- 
bert has improved the opportunities and 
now handles accounts for some of the 
largest exporters in this country. 


One outgrowth of the high prices 
in grain in New York has been the sub- 
stitution of various molasses feeds and 
other concoctions which drivers are forc- 
ing upon their uncomplaining beasts. Ey- 
ery owner of a quadruped in New York 
has turned trainer; that is, he is training 
his horse or cow to thrive on half rations 
and that very often adulterated. 

Martin B. Jones who sold his interest 
in the firm of Jones & Morey Co. to L. A. 
Morey, has organized a company of his 
own which he has called Martin B. Jones 
& Co. He was pres. of the old firm since 
its organization until Oct: 1, when he be- 
gan a brokerage and commission busi- 
ness for himself. He is well known to 
the trade and generally liked by all who 
have done business with him. 


Norman H. Niver, for many years con- 
nected with the grain and shipping trade 
here, died at his home in this city, Nov. 
29, after a brief illness. He leaves a 
widow and one son, Frederick M. Niver.

It is said that the stock held by four 
of the stockholders of the Wisconsin 
Central has been sold to a syndicate 
which will replace the present officers of 
the road, and that an alliance will be en- 
tered into with the Canadian Pacific 
and the Canadian Northern roads. 

Geo. A. Schroeder, Chairman, appeared 
before the Wisconsin Railroad Commis- 
sion, Madison, Tuesday, in the interests 
of the C. of C. on the complaints by mer- 
chants of the practice of the N.-W. road 
charging freight on the minimum weight 
of cars in cases where small cars were 
ordered and the company was unable to 
furnish them. 

About the customary number of leak- 
ing and otherwise damaged cars entail- 
ing a loss of grain, are being received at 
this market, according to F. F. Clapp, the 
weighmaster, who states that the rail- 
roads have done nothing in the line of 
placing new cars in service.

Looks as if the movement of every- 
thing but corn will continue light. I 
believe for that reason that prices for 
cash stuff will improve very much com- 
pared with “futures.” Market is liable 
to be more favorable than others as we 
draw from more limited territory. With 
favorable weather there will probably be 
quite a movement of corn—W. M. Bell. 


If the record established up to this date 
as regards the condition of corn were to 
be maintained this market would without 
a doubt become the banner corn market 
in the country.

A comparatively narrow section of the 
door is hinged to the broader part of the 
door. Riveted to the narrow section are 
two diagonal braces meeting near the 
middle of the door to pivot the cross bar 
of channel steel. With the door in place 
the bar extends horizontally from door 
post to door post and when released tilts 
up at one side and down at the other as 
shown in the engravings herewith. In the 
middle of the door at the lower edge is 
a dog fitting down into a socket in the 
door sill. The door is hooked down at 
the sides when in position for loading. 
Without opening the cross bar the door 
may be raised a few inches as counter- 
weights balance the door as a window 
sash. The four edges of the door are 
reinforced with angle iron, making it 
very stiff against the pressure of grain. 

The operator depresses the bar at the 
left and the door swings open, the bar 
being held from flying too far out by a 
short chain. The sockets into which the 
ends of the bar fit are a part of the door 
itself and the bar is not disturbed to 
unload merchandise, the operator, after 


unhookine the sides, raising the catch in 
the lower edge. 

Ben. L. Coon, superintendent of the 
South Chicago Elevators C, C-Annex and 
D, at South Chicago, IIll., has been using 
this door for three years, handling grain 
from cleaning and transfer house. His 
experience has been that the quick re- 
lease of the door will enable elevator 
men to handle 10 to 40 more cars per 
day. The door can be released in. two 
or three minutes, compared with 15 min- 
utes for the average wooden door. This 
steel door does away with the damage to 
car consequent upon spiking to door 
posts. This door is made by the Invin- 
cible Steel Grain Door Co. 


Musty wheat will cause the death of 
chickens. By experiment a German sci- 
entist has demonstrated that, under fa- 
yorable conditions, the spores of mould 
germinated in the ground when the 
musty wheat was planted, and the mould 
could then attack other vegetables, like 
sugar beets. From the damaged grain he 
secured a clear culture of bacteria, a so- 
called diplococcus, consisting of two ball- 
shaped parts. A living mouse vaccinated 
with this diplococcus died of a fever in a 
few hours. The diplococcus was found 
in the heart, lungs and liver of the 
mouse. Experiments on other animals 
showed similar results. But neither mice 
nor birds were injured by eating the 
poisoned grain. Hence the inference that 
this poison only worked. in the blood of 
the animals. but not in the stomach or 
intestines, if uninjured.

Insurance has been extended at Fort 
William, Ont. so that shipments of 
grain may be made as late as Dec. 12. 


The Erie Canal was closed Nov. 30. 
Grain traffic during the season totaled 
16,000,000 bus.; against 20,000,000 bus. 
last year. 

Oswego, N. Y., received its largest car- 
go in years recently when the steam 
barge Howe arrived with 93,000 bus. of 
barley for the Kam Malting Co. 


The season of navigation closed with 
the highest rates on wheat. At Fort 
William 4c was paid on wheat to Buf- 
falo to be held in winter storage. 


The Stearns Salt & Lumber Co. of 
Ludington, Mich., has pleaded guilty to 
accepting rebates from the Pere Mar- 
quette road, and has been fined $10,000.

As requested by the Louisville Board 
of Trade the state railroad commission 
of Kentucky has just granted all roads 
permission to ignore the long and short 
haul clause of the state regulations. 


The Red Wing Linseed Oil Co., of 
Red Wing, Minn., has filed a claim with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
$136.76 reparation for an overcharge on 
flaxseed shipped from Britton, S. D., to 
Red Wing. 

Right of way for the 71 miles of the 
Columbia & Walla Walla Traction Co.

Union, which will build the road for the 
shipment of wheat between Dayton and 
Wallula, Wash., on the Columbia River.

The federal court has granted the St.

Rauch Mill & Elevator Co., Little Rock, 
Ark., for damages on account of alleged 
discriminaticn. ; 


In the Virginia 2-cent rate case the 
Supreme Court of the United States on 
Nov. 30 decided that the roads should 
have appealed from the order of the 
state railroad commission to the state 
supreme court before seeking the inter- 
vention of the federal courts. 


To push the construction of. a_deep 
waterway from Toledo, O., to Michigan 
City, Ind., a meeting is to be held at 
Defiance, O., Dec. 28, at which some 
members of congress are expected to be 
present. The house committee on _rail- 
ways and canals of the last Congress 
recommended an appropriation of $100,- 
000 for. surveys. 


The W. A. Tully Grain Co., of Wag- 


oner, Okla. has asked the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for reparation 
from the Ft. Smith & Western R. R. on 
account of the unreasonable rate on snap 
corn of 27%c from Okemah, Okla. to 
Austin, Tex. After arrival at destina- 
tion an additional charge of $6.87 was 
made, making the total claim $29.36. 


In the suits to dissolve the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad system the government on 
Dec, 1 began the taking of testimony. at 
New York. The government asks the 
court to set aside the ownership by the 
Union Pacific of the Southern Pacific 
and the Oregon Short Line and its hold- 
ing of interests in the Northern Pacific, 
Atchison and Great Northern Roads. 


The Stockbridge Elevator Company of 
Jackson, Mich. has filed an informal 
complaint with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission against the C. H. & D. Ry. 
and the Ann Arbor Ry., for alleged 
overcharge -in freight on shipments from 
points in Ohio to those in Michigan. The 
complaint is made on account of their 
being obliged to pay a thru rate which 
was in excess of the sum of the -two lo- 
cals. 

After having informed shippers that 
all shipments arriving at Western lake 
ports by Nov. 30 would be carried for- 
ward lake and rail the roads a week 
later gave notice that the shipments 
would have to be at the ports by Nov. 
25 to get the lake and rail rate. Some 
feed jobbers who relied on the first no- 
tice have been caught for the all rail 
rate. Should they suffer by the error of 
carriers? 


W. R. Johnson & Co., grain dealers, 
and the Chesapeake & Ohio R. R. Co., 
pleaded guilty at Richmond, Va., Dec. 4, 
to the charge of rebating. The road was 
fined $9,000 and the firm $4,500. The 
trial of Alex. FE, Gilbert, assistant 
freight agent of the C. & O., charged 
with violating the law by giving rebates 
to grain shippers has been begun before 
Judge Waddill in the federal court at 
Richmond. 


The Union Pacific Ry., the Oregon

have been found guilty by the federal 
court at Salt Lake City, Utah, of con- 
spiracy in restraint of commerce, in hav- 
ing cut off the supply of coal going to 
David J. Sharp,coal dealer, because he 
advertised coal. below the — prevailing 
price. An appeal has, been taken to the 
circuit court. ©! 

Waterborne freight during 1907 aggre- 
gated the *é€quivalent of 73,221,000,000 
tons carried one mile, and the rail ship- 
ments 236,601;000,000 tons, one mile, as 
estimated by Joseph E. Ransdell, pres. of 
the National Rivers & MHarbors Con- 
gress.

ited liability. Mr. Knapp strikes at the 
root of the evil when he states that the 
differential should exactly measure the 
additional insurance risk which the car- 
rier assumes when the liability is unlim- 
ited. j 


Damages of $149.09, the full amount 
of claim, with interest at 6 per cent, 
has been allowed the McCaull-Dinsmore 
Co., of Minneapolis, Minn., against the 
Great Western and the Grand Island 
roads, for an unreasonable charge on the 
transportation of 11 cars of wheat in 
1906 from Farmers, Brenner and Hast- 
ings, Neb., to Chicago. The entire repa- 
ration must be made by the Grand Is- 
dand road which made the error of mis- 
routing the shipments thru St. Joseph 
at 35%4c instead of thru Omaha at 33%c. 


Minnesota millers have filed complaint 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion asking that the railroads be required 
to reduce the rate on flour from Minne- 
apolis to New York from 23 to 20 cents 
per 100 Ibs. lake and rail, the cost of . 
shipping wheat being 18 cents. It is al- 
leged that the differential of 5c in favor 
of wheat has stimulated shipments of 
the grain from Duluth and cut down the 
Minneapolis flour exports 50 per cent 
since 1900, and the total flour output by 
1% million barrels in 1907, compared 
with 1901. The millers allege that the 
railroads have a monopoly of the car- 
riage of flour by lake from Duluth to 
eastern ports. 


Replying to the Deutsch & Sickert Co., 
of Milwaukee, who had a car delayed 
two weeks waiting for another car into 
which to transfer the . contents, Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Clark re- 
cently wrote: “We think the principle 
is plain that where .connecting lines have 
united in publishing a joint thru-rate be- 
tween two points, it is the duty of the 
carriers in the route to provide the car 
and permit it to go to destination or to 
transfer the property carried to another 
car at their own expense, and the Com- 
mission has so decided. The question 
was also considered by the Commission 
in the case of Memphis Freight Bureau 
vs. Fort Smith & Western Railroad Co. 
et al. On page 8 of that opinion the 
Commission states: We are not to be 
understood as saying that a carrier may 
not, in its tariffs, impose this condition 
when no thru route has been formed. A 
carrier’s first and paramount duty to the 
shipping public is to. make its entire 
equipment do its utmost in serving the 
shippers along its own line. Neither do 
we say that carriers may not, in estab, 
lishing a thru route, provide in the tar- 
iffs for unloading and transferring at 
stated junction points as a part of the 
thru service, if said tariffs also specify 
the kind. of service required in transfer- 
ing at such points, and the separate rates 
and’ charges ‘to be exacted therefor. 


“Such separate charges must, of course, 


be reasonable and just.” 

e state pure food commission of 
Colerany is holding hearings on the ques- 
tion of labeling bleached flour. 


An order from New York to buy wheat 
was executed at Minneapolis and report- 
ed back in 30 seconds recently. The or- 
der was sent to Chicago, relayed to Min- 
neapolis, telephoned to the trading floor 
of the Chamber of Commerce, received 
by the pit trader and telephoned back. 
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Roosevelt’s Message on Interstate 
Commerce. 


As regards the great corporations en- 
gaged in interstate business, and espe- 
cially the railroads, I can only repeat 
what I have already again and again 
said in my messages to the Congress. 
I believe that under the interstate clause 
the Constitution of the United States has 
complete and paramount right to con- 
trol all agencies of interstate commerce, 
and I believe’ that the national govern- 
ment alone can exercise this right with 
wisdom and effectiveness so as both to 
secure justice from and do justice to the 
great corporations which are the most 
important factors in modern business. 


The railways of the country should be 
put completely under the interstate-com- 
merce commission and removed from the 
domain of the antitrust law. The power 
of the commission should be made thor- 
ough-going, so that it could exercise 
complete supervision and control over 
the issue of securities as well as over 
the raising and lowering of rates. As 
regards rates, at least, this power should 
be summary. The power to investigate 
the financial operations and accounts of 
the railways has been one of the most 
valuable features in recent legislation. 
Power to make combinations and traffic 
agreements should be explicitly confer- 
red upon the railroads, the permission 
of the commission being first gained and 
the combination or agreement being pub- 
lished in all its details. In the interest 
of the public the representatives of the 
public should have complete power to 
see that the railroads do their duty by 
the public, and as a matter of course 
this power should also be exercised so 
as to see that no injustice is done to the 
railroads. The shareholders, the em- 
ployes and the shippers all have inter- 
ests that must be guarded. It is to the 
interest of all of them that no swindling 
stock speculation should be allowed and 
that there should be no improper issu- 
ance of securities. 

Interstate commerce is now chiefly con- 
ducted by railroads; and the great cor- 
poration has supplanted the mass of 
small partnerships or individuals. The 
proposal to make the national govern- 
ment supteme over, and therefore to give 
it complete control. over, the railroads 
and other instruments of interstate com- 
merce is merely a proposal to carry out 
to the letter one of the prime purposes if 
not the prime purpose, for which the 
constitution was founded. It. does not 
represent centralization. It represents 
merely the acknowledgment of the patent 
fact that centralization has already come 
in business. If this irresponsible outside 
business power is to be controlled ia the 
interest of the general public it can only 
be controlled in one way—by giving ade- 
quate power of control to the one sov- 
ereignty capable of exercising such power 
—the national government. 

Forty or fifty separate state govern- 
ments cannot exercise that power over 
corporations doing business in most or 
all of them; first, because they absolutely 
lack the authority to deal with interstate 
business in any form; and second, because 
of the inevitable conflict of authority 
sure to arise in the effort to enforce dif- 
ferent kinds of state regulation, often 
inconsistent with one another and some- 
times oppressive in themselves. Such 
divided authority cannot regulate com- 
merce with wisdom and effect. The cen- 
tral government is the only power which, 
without oppression, can nevertheless thor- 
oughly and adequately control and super- 


vise the large corporations. To,abandon 
the effort for national control means to 
abandon the effort for all adequate con- 
trol and yet to render likely continual 
bursts of action by state legislatures, 
which cannot achieve the purpose sought 
for, but which can do a great deal of 
damage to the corporation without con- 
ferring any real benefit on the public. 

Telegraph and telephone companies en- 
gaged in interstate business should be put 
under the jurisdiction of the interstate- 
commerce commission. 


Monon Route Will Not Deduct 


for Natural Shrinkage. 
The Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville 


Ry. Co. has instructed its agents and’ 


connections in Circular No. 1036, that: 

Taking effect January 1, 1909, this com- 
pany will be governed by the following 
rules, as adopted also by other roads in 
Central Freight and Eastern Trunk Line 
Territories: 

Claims for shortage upon grain in bulk, 
forwarded all-rail, will not be entertained 
unless it is demonstrated that such short- 
age is the result of wreck or defective 
equipment, or.transfer of the grain by 
the railroad companies en route, or other 
causes for which the carrier is liable. 

If claims for shortage are properly 
payable as a result of the foregoing con- 
tingencies, the full amount will be paid 
and the claimants will not be called upon 
to deduct the percentage from their claims 
as representing natural shrinkage. 


Shipments of Hay from Michigan 
Forbidden. 


Michigan shippers of hay and straw are 
practically out of business on account of 
the quarantine which has been placed by 
the Federal 
hay and straw, and they will make no 
shipments until the hoof and mouth dis- 
ease, which affects thus far only one or 
two counties, has been checked or the 
Sec’y of Agri. has limited the quarantine 
to the counties affected. 

Some railroads have even returned hay 
from the border to original point of ship- 
ment free of expense, and quite a little 
hay is loaded and standing in cars on de- 
murrage. 

The disease has been confined mostly 
to Wayne county and near-by districts, 
while Michigan even from remote points 
cannot ship hay and straw, counties in 
Ohio which are very much nearer Wayne 
county than the majority of Michigan, 
are doing a flourishing business. 

A special meeting of the Michigan Hay 
Ass’n was called at Saginaw, Mich., Dec. 
1, 1908, and Geo. Warren of Saginaw, J. 
A. Heath of Lenox, and Albert Todd of 
Owosso were appointed as a committee to 
call on Mr. Wilson, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, at once with the 
idea in view of having the present quar- 
antine on hay and straw in Michigan re- 
moved from all territory where no trace 
of the disease has been found. 


Grain exporters of Nicolaieff, Russia, 
at a meeting Noy. 19, decided to maintain 
the certificate department until Jan. 1. lf 
buyers want the certificate after that date 
the Bourse will insist that the certificates 
shall be final. 

Large users of sacks are asking the 
tariff committee to abolish or reduce the 
duty on jute cloth and bagging. It is 
argued that since no burlap is produced 
in the United States the removal of the 
protective tariff would harm no one.

The Ohio Dept. of Agriculture reports 
the yield of clover seed as 1.8 bus. per 
acre and the acreage cut for seed as 51 
pér cent.

November receipts of clover seed at 
Toledo were 12,500 bags, against 22,800 
in October and 33,500 during September, 
and 3,500 bags a year ago, November 
shipments were 10,600 bags, against only 
550 a year ago. 

A rate of 16 1-10c on timothy and clo- 
ver seed from Camp Point, Ill., to Chi- 
cago, effective Dec. 24, has been quoted 
by the Wabash Railroad in its supple- 
ment No. 7, to interstate Commerce 
Commission tariff No. 977.

For jarring loose ten grains of corn 
from the world’s champion’ ear, damages 
of $500 are asked of the American Ex- 
press Co. by D. L. Pascal, of Clinton, 
Ta., who shipped the ear of Reid’s yel- 
low dent carefully packed for exhibition. 
Mr. Pascal alleges the company was 
careless in handling the ear of corn. 


New York City: A fine crop of pop 
corn was harvested in 1903-4 in the west 
with the result that pop corn went beg- 
ging. Farmers quit planting it and in 
1906 the price was the highest I have 
ever known, with 1907 prices only a little 
lower. A big crop was raised this year 
and I look for lower prices.—E. D. Brad- 
shaw. 


To determine to what degree it is 
possible to remove the weed seeds ordi- 
narily found in clover, alfalfa, wheat, 
oats and other seeds some experiments 
are under way at the Iowa State Agri.

Orchard grass is oftener adulterated 
in Kentucky than blue grass, says Pro- 
fessor Garman, who has made a study 
of the adulterants of weed seeds in seed 
samples commonly sold in Kentucky. The 
perennial rye grass. and Italian rye grass 
occur in orchard grass. Professor Gar- 
man suggests that the law of Kentucky 
should be amended to require that no 
field seeds be sold in that state having 
more than 5 per cent of weed seeds 
mixed with them. 

Toledo received during the week end- 
ing Dec. 5 3,190 bags of clover seed and 
shipped 5,958 bags; against 257 bags re- 
ceived and 275 bags shipped during the 
corresponding week of 1907. So far this 
season receipts have been 77,185 bags 
against 16,216 for the corresponding time 
of last season. Shipments for the sea- 
son have been 33,573 bags,. against 1,996 
bags a year ago. Alsike receipts for the 
season have been 5,850 bags, against 2,200 
last season.

Alsikes in American 
and Canadian seed are developing busi- 
ness in fine seed.—Corn Circular. 

London, Eng—The new English red 
clovers are coming out slowly, although 
the crop is a big one, prices so far are 
nominal. Foreign reds are good and 
cheap and finding buyers. English whites 
in same position as English reds, prices 
hardly yet established. New trefoils on 
offer in both English and foreign seed; 
fine samples scarce; medium to low the 
bulk of the crop, which is under an ay- 
erage; prices firm. In grasses, French- 
Italian, Irish-Italian and perennials all 
firm, with good business passing. New 
Zealand cocksfoot and meadow fescue 
scarce and high in price—John Picard 
& Co. 

Tests of seeds will be made by the 
University of Missouri at Columbia, Mo., 
in co-operation with the U. S. Dept. of 
Agri., which has sent Miss Lovina S. 
Merick to take charge. Samples should 
be addressed to Seed Laboratory, Co- 
lumbia, Mo., or to M. F. Miller, care of 
Agri. Coilege, Columbia, Mo. All sam- 
ples of seeds and grain sent in will be 
tested free of charge and reports re- 
turned immediately giving the number 
and kind of weed seeds present, the 
amount of impurity and, if desired, the 
percentage of germination. 


The J. C. Robinson 


Seed Co., of 
Waterloo. Neb., i 


has been given judgment 


against John Hamilton on a contract to 


grow sweet corn seed. Hamilton alleged 
that he was to retain 3/5 of the crop if 
the germination fell below 85 per cent, 
and the price of seed having advanced 
in the fall of 1907, sold his rights, sub- 
ject to a mortgage, to a rival seed con- 
cern. He delivered 2/5 of the crop to 
the J. C. Robinson Seed Co., which as- 
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serted Hamilton had no right to any part 
of the crop, and its contention was up- 
held by the court. 


Chicago received during the week end- 
ing Dec. 5 960,733 lbs. timothy seed, 300,- 


000 Ibs. clover seed, 874,800 Ibs. other 
grass seeds and 21,000 bus. flaxseed; 
against 480,500 Ilbs.:timothy seed, no 


clover seed, 90,000 Ibs. other grass seed, 
and 147,000 bus. flaxseed during the cor- 
responding week a year ago. Shipments 
for the week have been 497,300 Ibs. tim- 
othy seed, 91,756 Ibs. clover seed, 1,015,- 
000 Ibs. other grass seeds and 2,200 bus. 
flaxseed; against 1,124,000 lbs. timothy 
seed, 720 lbs. clover seed, 2,744,000 Ibs. 
other grass seeds and 2,500 bus. flaxseed, 
during the corresponding week of last 
year. 


-. During the month of October the num- 
ber of samples of seed received for test 
at the seed branch of the Canadian Dept. 
of Agri., at Ottawa were: Red clover, 
51; alsike, 29; timothy, 16; cereals, 3; 
vegetables, 98 and grasses, 4. Of the 
red clover samples 47 were sufficiently 
free from weed- seeds to grade No. 
under the seed control act standard, 
while the other four samples were not 
sufficiently contaminated to be prohib- 
ited from sale. Of the alsike samples 
only two graded No. 1, 18 were of sec- 
end quality and nine were prohibited. Of 
the timothy samples 14 were No. 1, one 
second grade and one prohibited. These 
samples were all sent in by seed mer- 
chants. The vegetable seeds were also 
sent by seed merchants and appeared to 
be from stocks that the merchants wished 
tested to see whether the vitality is 
strong enough to warrant their being car- 
ried over for next season’s trade.—G. H. 
Clark, Commissioner. 


The insect which has_been damaging 
the clover seed crop in Indiana this fall 
is identified by J. Troop, horticulturist 
and entomologist of the Purdue Uni- 
versity Agri. Exp. Sta. as the clover 
seed chalcis. It is described in Bulletin 
No. 146 just issued by the station. The 
chalcis places her eggs directly into the 
growing seeds, which the young larvae, 
as soon as hatched, proceed to hollow out 
by feeding upon the inside. This has 
been the condition of most of the seed 
sent to the station this fall. The clover 
seed chalcis winters as a larvae pupa in- 
side the seed, and will emerge from the 
seed stored in the barn, according to Pro- 
fessor Folsom, of Urbana, Ill. The larva 
will continue to work, therefore, in stored 
seed, until it has reached its pupa stage. 
The proper treatment of the seed there- 
fore, which has been stored for the win- 
ter, would be to place the sacks in a tight 
box or bin (it should be air tight if 
possible) and then treat it with carbon 
bi-sulphide, by placing open dishes, filled 
with the material, on the sacks and then 
closing the bin and leaving it for a couple 
of days. A half pound would be suf- 
ficient for ten or fifteen bushels.

Weed Pests of 1908.—The Perennial Sow 
Thistle and Some Other Weed Pests of 1908 
is the title of a bulletin by J. Eaton How- 
itt, demonstrator in botany, describing and 
illustrating the plants and seeds of the 
perennial sow thistle, bladder campion, 
stinkweed or penny cress, Russian thistle, 
pepper grass, dodder and orange hawkweed. 
The worst weed in the Province of Ontario 
at the present time is the sow thistle. It is 
found upon almost every farm. This per- 
ennial is spreading so rapidly and persist- 
ently that in some parts of the Province it 
threatens to entirely overrun the fields and 
drive out the farmer. Professor Howitt 
gives several methods of eradicating this 
pest. Bulletin 168; 24 pages; Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture, Toronto, Ont. 
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Philadelphia Adopts New Rules 
Governing the Grading 
of Winter Wheat. 


The most important meeting of Phil- 
adelphia’s grain trade for the year_has 
just been held on the floor of the Com- 
mercial Exchange, when it was decided 
to abolish the 19 grades of winter wheat 
now in effect and adopt in their place 
the following 19 grades, which were rec- 
ommended by the Grain Commitee and 
were since ratified by the Board of Di- 
rectors: 

No. 1 White shall be sound, dry, reason- 
ably clean white winter wheat, of good 
quality. 

No. 2 White shall include all sound, dry, 
reasonably clean Red Winter wheat, infer- 
ior to grade No. 1. 

No. 1 Pennsylvania Red shall be sound, 
dry, reasonably clean, Red Winter wheat 
of the long berried variety, from any sec- 
tion of the United States, of good quality, 
and must be free from garlic. 

No. 2 Pennsylvania Red shall be sound, 
dry, reasonably clean Red Winter wheat of 
the long berried variety, from any section 
of the United States, and an occasional 
grain of garlic shall not deprive the wheat 
of this grade. 

No. 1 Delaware shall be sound, dry, rea- 
sonably clean, Red Winter or Amber Win- 
ter wheat, of the Fultz variety, from any 
section of the United States, and must be 
free from garlic. 

No. 2 Delaware shall be sound, dry, rea- 
sonably clean Red Winter or Amber Winter 
wheat, from any section of the United 
States, and an occasional grain of garlic 
shall not deprive the wheat of this grade. 

No. 2 Red Western Wheat shall be sound, 
dry, reasonably clean Red Winter wheat, 
from any section of the United States, must 
be free from garlic and shall not weigh less 
than 58 lbs. Winchester per measured 
bushel. > 

No. 2 Red shall be sound, dry, reasonably 
clean, Red Winter wheat, and shall not 
contain over ten per cent of white wheat, 
and weigh not less than 58 lbs. Winchester 
per measured bushel. 

No, 2 Southern Red shall include all Red 
Winter wheat, equal to or better than No. 2 
Red in quality, but which shall contain too 
great a porportion of garlic to be admitted 
into the higher grades. 

Mixed Winter — shall be equal in 
quality to No. 2 Red, but may contain over 
ten per cent of white wheat. 

Steamer No. 2, Pennsylvania Red, shall 
include all winter wheat not inferior to the 
grade of No. 2. Pennsylvania in quality, 
which in condition may be slightly soft or 
damp, but must be cool, and in the judg- 
ment of the inspector, suitable for steamer 
shipment. 

Steamer No. 2, Delaware, shall include 
all winter wheat not inferior to the grade 
of No. 2 Delaware in quality, which in con- 
dition may be slightly soft or damp, but 
must be cool, and in the judgment of the 
inspector, suitable for steamer shipment. 

Steamer No. 2 Red Western Winter, 
shall include all Red Winter wheat, not in- 
ferior to the grade of No. 2 Red Western 
Winter wheat in quality, which in condi- 
tion may be slightly soft or damp, but must 
be cool, and in the judgment of the in- 
spector, suitable for steamer shipment. 

Steamer No. 2 Red shall include all win- 
ter wheat, not inferior to the grade of No. 
2 Red in quality, which in condition may 
be slightly soft or damp, but must be cool, 
and in the judgment of the inspector, suit- 
able for steamer shipment. 

No. 3 Red shall include dry, inferior or 
shrunken, but sound winter wheat, only 
fair in quality and cleanliness. 

Steamer No. 3 Red shall include all win- 
ter wheat not inferior to the grade of No. 3 
Red in quality, which in condition may be 
slightly soft or damp, but must be cool, and 
in the judgment of the inspector, suitable 
for steamer shipment. 

Rejected shall include all winter wheat of 
quality inferior to No. 3, but suitable for 
warehousing. 


No Grade shall include all very damp or 
damaged wheat, unfit for warehousing. 

No Established Grade admits all sound 
grain that may from any cause be barred 
out of the regular sound grade. 


Seed Growing in France. 


Within comparatively few years an im- 
mense business has developed at St. 
Remy, in the department of the Bouches- 
du-Rhone, France, in flower, vegetable 
and forage plant seeds. Seed growers 
and merchants would find a visit to .St. 
Remy interesting and probably profitable, 
writes Consul-General Robert P. Skinner 
of Marseilles. 

The impression that there are thrash- 
ing machines on the farms is erroneous. 


The crop in this region is transported to . 


one of a few concerns provided with large 
stationery thrashers of English make, 
and the seed thus obtained is then win- 
nowed either by the grower or by the 
wholesale dealer. The huge thrashing 
machines employed are the same as those 
used for thrashing wheat. They are cum- 
bersome, expensive and imperfect. 

The winnowers are called “décuscu- 
teurs,” and completely relieve the lucerne 
seed of the “cuscute” or dodder, if of the 
small variety. No satisfactory method 
has been found, apparently, of eliminat- 
ing the large variety, which, fortunately, 
has never obtained a foothold in Proy- 
ence, where the seed is obtained; indeed, 
many of the growers in this locality har- 
vest a crop virtually without any dodder 
grains. 

The device (décuscuteur) used for win- 
nowing lucerne is also used for cleaning 
clover seed. Crimson clover (Trifolium 
incarnatum) is not grown extensively in 
southern France, but violet clover is, and 
the seed is prenared for market in the 
same manner. There is nothing at all 
complicated about the French “décuscu- 
teur.” 

The dealers contract with the farmers 
before the crop is planted, reserving the 
right to eliminate objectionable subjects 
from the fields. I am told that it is quite 
usual for the farmers’ to get a revenue 
of 1,200 francs ($231.60) per hectare 
(2.47 acres). The first crop consists, or- 
dinarily, of early vegetables for the Par- 
is, Berlin, Hamburg and London mar- 
kets, followed by one or two crops of 
seeds.

Since the Mexican duty was lowered 
to 15c a bushel Kansas City houses have 
made numerous sales of wheat to that 
country. Issy Landa of the Southern 
Grain Co. said Dec. 5, that he had sold 
as much as he expected to be able to 
get out during December. Mexico is tak- 
ing both hard and soft wheat—Daily 
Drovers Telegram. 

At the hearing on flour bleaching at 
Washington recently a great deal of tes- 
timony was heard, mostly favorable to 
the bleaching process. Only one miller 
opposed it. The chemists who declared 
bleaching harmless to the consumer far 
outnumbered those who asserted the 
product was poisonous. The representa- 
tives of the consumers, however, de- 
manded that the bleached flour be so la- 
beled. The millers vehemently opposed 
this attempt to let the consumer. know 
exactly what he is getting. From the 
known attitude of Professor Wiley it is 
thot that the government will order the 
labeling of bleached flour.

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Potent Objections to Uniform B/L. 


W. M. Hopkins, manager of the Trans- 
portation Dept. of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, advances the following objections 
to the uniform B/L. now being forced 
upon the shippers of the country: 

The conditions in the order bill of 
lading and in the non-negotiable bill of 
lading are the same, except that in the 
non-negotiable bill of lading provision is 
made for car service charges after the 
expiration of forty-eight hours from the 
time the car arrives at destination. This 
condition is not mentioned in the order 
bill of lading of the Eastern roads. 

We object to this’ condition as not pro- 
viding notice of arrival to consignee at 
destination. The courts have held that 
the carrier is obligated to notify con- 
signee of the arrival of his freight, and 
the time from which car service charges 
should be computed should be forty-eight 
hours after such notice and not forty- 
eight hours after the arrival of the car 
at destination, It might happen that such 
notice was not given by the railway com- 
pany for several days after the car ar- 
rived at destination, and the receiver 
should not be penalized for any omission 
of the carrier. 

SECTION 1 of the bill of lading pro- 
vides that the carrier shall not be liable 
for differences in the weight of grain, 
seed or other commodities caused by nat- 
ural shrinkage or discrepancies in ele- 
vator weights. 

This condition 
sonable: 

First, because it is a question of fact 
whether there is or is not a natural 
shrinkage of grain, and any claim arising 
from loss should be adjusted on its mer- 
its and not, as at the present time, by 
deducting an’ abitrary amount, usually 
one-quarter of one per cent, regardless 
of the condition of the grain when 
shipped or the facts in the case. In other 
words, we want each claim for loss in 
weight of grain treated on its merits. 

Second, as to discrepancies in eleva- 
tor weights, that also is a question of 
fact. Such a discrepancy might arise 
from various causes and the carrier can- 
not absolve itself from its obligation to 
deliver a like quantity of grain as that 
it has received by inserting such clause 
in its bill of lading. 

SECTION 3 provides that the basis 

for the computation. of any claim for loss 
or damage shall be the value of the prop- 
erty being the bona fide invoice price, if 
any, to the consignee. 
_ This does not provide for reparation 
in cases of claims arising from the fail- 
ure of the carrier to deliver grain sold 
on contract, the essence of which is the 
time of delivery; that is to say, if grain 
was sold to be delivered in New York 
in December, was shipped from this mar- 
ket, say, December 24th, and had been 
in a wreck, so that it could not be de- 
livered by the last day of December, the 
seller could not fulfill his contract with 
the buyer. Any loss sustained by the 
seller buying in the grain should be paid 
by the carrier and the invoice price of 
the grain should not be the basis of set- 
tlement, but the cost of the grain to fill 
the contract, the responsibility for fail- 
ure to do so being on account of the act 
of the carrier and, consequently, should 
be at such carrier’s proper expense. 

The same section further provides for 
settlement of claims on the basis of in- 
voice price at the place and time of 
shipment. In the case that I have cited 
the settlement should be predicated upon 
the price at destination, as the grain 


we hold to be unrea- 


would be deliverable in New York and 
the contract would be based on the value 
of the grain at New York and not at 
the place of shipment. 

:Further than this, this section provides 
that claims for loss or damage must be 
made to the carrier at the point of de- 
livery or point of origin. 

This is entirely impracticable, as the 
shipper or the owner of the grain or the 
claimant might be located at neither the 
point of origin of the shipment nor the 
point of delivery of the same, and to 
compel a shipper located in Chicago to 
present his claim at either Omaha or 
New York is unreasonable and imprac- 
ticable. 

And, still further, this section pro- 
vides that unless claims are so made 
within four months after delivery of the 
property the carrier shall not be liable. 

This feature is clearly illegal, as the 
carrier has not the power to prescribe 
the statute of limitation under which a 
claim against a carrier may be presented. 
The law does that and the carrier can- 
not by inserting a clause in its bill of 
lading change the law. 

SECTION 4 gives the right to the 
carrier to deliver property to a public 
warehouse without any provision for no- 
tice to the consignee of the arrival of 
the property at destination and a reason- 
able time for the removal of such prop- 
erty after such notice is given. That 
feature of the bill of lading, we contend, 
is also illegal. 

THE 10% PENALTY: This bill of 
lading has been recommended by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, but the 
carriers have issued notice penalizing the 
shipper ten per cent unless this bill of 
lading is used. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
did not. impose this condition to enforce 
the use of this bill of lading and the car- 
rier has no legal right to do so, unless 
it is prepared to prove that the present 
rates are based upon shipper’s liability 
and that the ten per cent is, therefore, 
imposed on the theory that the carrier is 
assuming liability tinder this bill of lad- 
ing, which it did not formerly assume 
under its present rates. I think it would 
be an extremly difficult matter for car- 
riers to demonstrate that their present 
rates are not predicated upon carrier’s 
liability. That condition is clearly il- 
legal and cannot be enforced. 

With the objectionable features as I 
have pointed out eliminated I can see no 
reason why this bill of lading should 
not be acceptable alike to the shippers 
and the carriers. 

A bill of lading can serve but two pur- 
poses. 

First, it is a receipt for the property. 

Second, it is a title of ownership, and 
the liability to deliver the same amount 
of property and in as good a condition 
as received clearly rests upon the carrier, 
except that a shipper may by an express 
agreement contract with a carrier for 
rates based upon limiting or wholly re- 
leasing the carrier from liability. Such 
a contract, however, must be voluntarily 
entered into by the shipper and there 
must be a consideration to him for so 
releasing the carrier. Any conditions in- 
serted in the bill of lading not assented 
to by the shipper are null and void. 

SIGNS UNDER DURESS: Even 
though the shipper signs the present bill 
of lading, he does it under duress, be- 
cause he is forced to use the facilities 
offered by the railways, including the bill 
of lading, under terms and conditions 
fixed by the railway companies, whether 
such terms and conditions are reasonable 
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or unreasonable, but he :does not in- 
signing the bill of lading enter into a 
voluntary contract and does not lose any 
of his rights at law to recover any loss 
or damage sustained. 


If we can get a bill of lading before 
the Commission that is acceptable to the 
shipping public and to the Commission, 
it would seem as though there ought to 
be no difficulty in getting such bill of 
lading, or the principles upon which it is 
predicated, enacted into a law, which 
would be applicable on all interstate busi- 
ness and probably be adopted by the 
states. 


In such a law the liability of the car- 
riers should be clearly defined and the 
interests of the shippers conserved. If 
such bill of lading is to be construed as 
a contract when signed by the shipper it 

-is important that the conditions of such 
bill of lading should fully protect the in- 
terests of the owner of property in the 
custody of common carriers. 


Shipper Liable for Profits Lost 
by his Failure to Fulfil 
Contract. 


Texas Grain & Elev. Co. vs. Van Al- 
styne Elev. Co.—No. 11,681. : 

In the above styled cause pending ad- 
justment of the Arbitration Committee of 
the Texas Grain Dealers Assn, we, the 
said committee, find as follows: 

It appears from the papers submitted 
that on August 11, 1908, the Van Alstyne 
Eley. Co. sold the Texas Grain & Elev. 
Co. one car of No. 3 white milling corn 
at 79c per bushel delivered Midlothian, 
shipment “to-day or to-morrow.” _ 

Corn was shipped within contract time. 
When it arrived at destination it was 
found to be mixed corn instead of white. 
The plaintiff called the defendant by 
‘phone advising them of this fact and 
defendants instructed reshipment to an- 
other point, thus acknowledging the corn 
was mixed. 

The defendants have paid all expenses 
of forwarding, demurrage, reconsign- 
ment and exchange, and the claim against 
them is for profit of $53.06, which the 
plaintiffs claimed to have earned. 

The Committee finds this profit to have 
been an actual one because the customer 
at destination had taken up the plaintiffs’ 
draft, and had the corn been white in- 
stead of mixed, the profit would have 
been earned. 

The Committee finds that this profit 
was not a vague or speculative one and 
should be paid to plaintiffs. 

Therefore, the defendants, the Van Al- 
styne Elev. Co. shall immediately pay 
to the plaintiffs, the Texas Grain & Elev. 
Co. at Fort Worth, Texas, the sum of 
$53.06. The Secretary is hereby ordered 
to return to the plaintiff their deposit

Repudiation of Arbitration Award.—Both 
parties to an award of arbitrators may re- 
pudiate it, and litigate the controversy on 
the basis of the contract claimed by them.

Landlord’s Lien Valid Against Purchases 
Without Notice.—The landlord’s lien on the 
produce of a farm to secure rent reserved 
in the lease is valid, not only between the 
parties, but as against purchasers of the 
produce from the tenant without notice.— 
Larraway v. Tillotson. Supreme Court of 
Vermont. 70 Atl. 1063. :

while in its custody and before delivery to 
the shipper.—Jones-Lane Co. v. Atlantic 
Coast Line R. Co. Supreme Court of North 
‘Carolina.

Transportation to Destination Implied.—

for loss or injury occurring on the line of a 
connecting carrier.—Chicago, R. I. & P. Ry.

Erasure on Check—Effect.—Where plain- 
tiff accepted defendant’s check with the 
words “in full to date’? written thereon, 
and thereafter erased such words without 
defendant’s consent before cashing the 
check, the words so erased should be con- 
‘sstrued most strongly against plaintiff, pre- 
cluding a recovery for alleged pre-existing 
items of indebtedness as a matter of law.— 
Dove v. Fansler, Kansas City Court of Ap- 
peals, Missouri. 112 S. W. 1009. 


Futures—Judgment in One State May Be 
Recovered in Another.—The Mississippi 
courts cannot deny to a judgment of anoth- 
er state for money lost in ‘‘futures’’ the 
full faith and credit secured by Const. U. 


S. art. 4, sec. 1, in each state to the judg- 
ments of the several states, because a 
transaction in ‘futures’ is made a misde- 
meanor in Mississippi and it is further pro- 
vided that a contract of that character 
shall not be enforced by any court.—Arm- 
strong v. Minkus. Supreme Court of Mis- 
sissippi. 47 South. 467. 


Sale f. o. b.—Construction.—A contract to 
deliver lumber ‘‘free on board cars” at we 
destination is unambiguous, and not open 
to construction by proof of custom or other- 
wise; the provision requiring the seller to 
deliver on board cars at the destination free 
to be taken by the buyer without impedi- 
ment and there was no such delivery when 
to take possession the buyer was bound to 
pay the freight.—Chandler Lumber Co. v. 
Radke. Supreme Court of Wisconsin. 118 
N. W. 185. 


Delivery to Carrier—Passage of Title for . 


Jury.—In an action by a seller to recover 
the value of goods against a carrier to 
whom they were delivered for transporta- 
tion to the buyer, but which were not ac- 
cepted because of delay in delivery, wheth- 
er the contract of sale provided that the 
goods were to be delivered into the actual 
possession of the buyer, or whether they 
were to be delivered free on board cars, 
held to be for the jury.—Acme Paper Box 
Factory v. Atlantic Coast Line R. Co. Su- 
preme Court of North Carolina. 62 S. BH. 
557. 


Trade Custom Cannot Contravene Rule of 
Law.—A firm having delivered to a telegraf 
company a telegram accepting plaintiff’s 
offer to sell cotton, plaintiff, who had al- 
lowed the firm to retract their acceptance 
by telephone while the telegram lay unde- 
livered in the company’s office, could not 
show, to establish liability of the telegraf 
company for negligent delay in delivery, a 
custom in the cotton business whereby a 
telegrafic acceptance of an offer does not 
become binding until actually delivered to 
the addressee.—Postal Tel. Co. v. Willis. 
Supreme Court of Mississippi. 47 South. 
380. 


Contract to Furnish Cars on Another 
Line.—Where defendant’s agent contracted 
to furnish cars at a point on another line 
for a through shipment to a destination on 
his own line, and the rule of the initial car- 
rier was that responsibility for thru trans- 
portation must be assumed, if at all, by its 
connecting carrier, the transaction must be 
assumed to have been conducted in accord- 
ance with that custom, the duty to furnish 
the cars under the contract resting upon 
defendant, and hence it could ratify the 
agent’s act.—St. Louis, I. M. & S. Ry. Co. 
v. Boshear. Supreme Court of Texas. 113 
Ss. W. 6. 

Penalty on Carrier for Delay in Adjusting 
Claims.—The purpose of the proviso in Re- 
visal 1905, Sec. 2684, imposing a penalty for 
a carrier’s failure to adjust a claim for loss 
of freight within a certain time, provided 
that, unless the consignee recover the full 
amount claimed, no penalty shall be allow- 
ed, being to prevent unjust claim for losses, 
the fact that defendant voluntarily paid the 
claim for loss upon judgment for plaintiff, 
and while an appeal therefrom was pend- 
ing, did not prevent a recovery of the pen- 
alty for delay in adjusting the claim.—Ra- 
bon v. Atlantic Coast Line R. Co. Supreme 
Court of North Carolina. 62S. EH. 743.

The Holding Idea. 


The corn raiser is in a quandary. To 
sell or not to sell? That is his problem. 

There are dangers in the holding idea. 
Last year only 25 per cent of the farmers 
held after a small crop. This season 50 
per cent of the corn raisers desire to 
hold on a crop that will go 20 per cent 
further than the 1907 crop. 

The country learned to “feed” without 
corn this summer. The feeders will not 
be in a hurry to waste 60-cent corn. They 
will grind the corn—grind the cob and 
use outside mixtures. 

Current extreme liberality in the bull- 
ing of corn values is based not on actual 
conditions—now—but on the old crop 
scarcity. The bulling of the old crop 
seemed “so easy.” ; 

The corn raiser may dispute the idea— 
but right now he is afraid of the feeder. 
If the feeder cannot hoist cattle and hog 
values, how can the corn raiser hoist the 
value of his feedstuffs? : 

The 1901 and 1907 crops are the great 
short crops of the past decade. The corn 
crops of other years lasted the country 
comfortably until the end of each crop 
year. eat 

The government may have grossly over- 
estimated the 1908 crop, but the mistake 
will be in quantity, not quality—E. W. 
Wagner.
